TIIE FOURTH lit NEWTON. 


The remarkable quiet in Newton on the 
Fourth would have done credit lo a de- 
serted c* untry town. So far a* the resi- 
denU were concerned the celebration of 
the 124th anniversary of the declaration of 
independence might as well have been an 
extra Sunday as the church bells alone 
filled the air at regular intervals and all 
other noises were drowned out. 

Newton Centre and Newton highlands 
resi lenta are entitled perhaps to the dis- 
tinction of being clashed as exceptions. 
Both villages made Mie most of the day 
with a joint celebration, the program of 
which was carried out most successfully. 

When the bell sounded 12 and Jnly 3 rd 
gave way to July 4th, scarcely a sonnd was 
heard In any part of the city. In the dis- 
tance on the north and sooth sides were 
reddened clouds rellecting huge bonfires in 
nearby places. There was not, however, 
in Newton even the explosion of a fire 
cracker to give evidence of the ushering in 
of another Fourth. 

Patiently the regular and special police- 
men, nearly 100 in all, patrolled their beats, 
kept their eyes open for miscreants and 
pulled their duty calls. But that was all 
they had to do. There was an absence of 
fire, of disturbance and of arrests. As a 
veteran police officer expressed it, “There 
has never been a quieter Fourth in this 
city in the last 20 years." And he was 
right. 

In the early evening of the 3rd there 
were several rain showers, which undoubt- 
edly kept many Indoors or made them less 
inclined towards celebrating. 

All through the long watches of the 
night the fire department members were 
not once disturbed, and when daylight 
came they had not lost a minute's sleep. 
The same state of affairs existed all day, 
w hen not even a “still" alarm was found 
necessary. There were, however, three 
alarms in the evening. 

At 8;k> p. in. box 17 was rang in for a 
blaze on the roof of the house in Crescent 
square occupied by Thomas Meehan and 
George Wright : at box 2T4 for a lire on 
the roof of C. S. Dennison's residence on 
Kirkstall road, Newtonville. Both were 
caused by fire balloons coming in contact 
w itb the shingles. The damage was slight 
in each case. 

At 10.39 iu the evening an alarm from 
box 31 called out the department to extin- 
guish a blaze in the Chinese laundry in 
Eiske's block on Watertown street. West 
Newton, caused by the explosion of a large 
quantity of fireworks in the basement of 
the store. Damage 5200. 

Patrolman Richard Kyte was the first to 
discover the blaze aud did much to arouse 
the inmates of the tenements above the 
laundry, and aid them in getting out with 
their household effects. He was praised 
for ills promptness. 

So far as vandalism was concerned there 
was scarcely any except in Newton, New- 
tonville and Nonantum.

CITY GOVERNMENT. 


rnORAIILK THAT OLD RR8KHVOIR WILL 

HE SOLD TO METROPOLITAN WATER 

HOARD- QUESTION OF DISPOSING OF 

900,000 OF MORE APPARENT INTEREST. 

The proposition of the Metropolitan 
>Vntor Hoard to purchase the old covered 
reservoir on Ward street for $00,000 and to 
permit the city to have the covered reser- 
voir continue to overflow into the Ward 
street reservoir ns at present, to furnish 
water to this city free of charge in all cases 
of emergency etc, was the chief subject for 
consideration at the board of aldermen’s 
special meeting Monday evening. 

There Is a difference of opinion concern- 
ing the disposition of the $(>0,000 which ap- 
pears to be more important than the sale 
itself. It was undoubtedly this that kept 
the finance committee in session tor about 
an hour prior to the meeting, thus delay- 
ing the board’s convening until 8.45. 

The communication from the water board 
was read after which Alderman Dana 
said, “The committee have not investigated 
the matter sufficiently to make a complete 
report. Individually its members are In 
favor of the sale of the old reservoir. They 
believe it would be advisable to accept the 
offer.” 

Mr. Dana then offered resolutions which 
provided that the finance committee he in- 
structed to offer for adoption at the Sept. 
10 meeting, an order authorizing the sale of 
the old reservoir and further instructing 
the committee to offer recommendations at 
the Sept. 10 meeting ns to what disposition 
shou 'd be made of the $00,000. The reso- 
lutions were unanimously adopted and 
without debate. 

It was voted to appropriate SlO.ooo to 
cover Newton’s assestment levied by tho 
Metropolitan park commission on account 
of land improvement and seizures along 
the banks of the Charles river. 

After the adoption of tho above order. 
Chairman Hailey announced the appoint- 
ment of Alderman Fisher to fill the vacan- 
cy on the public property committee caused 
by the illness of Alderman Hriston. For 
the same reason he hud seen lit to make 
Alderman Weeks chairman of the police 
committee and appoint Alderman Weldon 
a third member of that committee. 

The board adjourned at 9 o’clock.

New Charles River Police. 

There is no more important, no larger 
and no more picturesque reservation con- 
trolled by the Metropolitan Park Commis- 
sion, says the Boston Globe, than that 
-which covers the banks of the upper 
Charles river at Riverside and Auburndaie. 

It is the daily rendezvous for scores of 
canoeists, and Saturdays and Sundays the 
crowd usually numbers 1000 or more. The 
widest and most attractive part of the river 
lies between Waltham and Newton Lower 
Falls, where the commission has made 
seizures. 

Like many other popular resorts this 
favorite part of the river has, in days cone 
by, suffered its share of visits from the dis- 
orderly element. For a number of years 
complaint was heard and the police of this 
city sought to remedy the evil. They were 
given authority in Weston, which town is 
across the river from the Newton shores, 
and were fairly successful iu their efforts. 

It was an additional expense, however, and 
the city finally appealed to the commission, 
which last winter hud deci led upon plans 
for policing the river. A boathouse on 
Commonwealth avenue and in tlie vicinity 
of the Weston bridge, was secured as quar- 
ters for the men. it was thoroughly over- 
hauled an » refitted. 

Before detailing a force for the service 
the commission considered the subject and 
its deliberations resulted in tiie selection of 
Sergr. E. B. West and four patrolmen. A 
naphtha launch was provided witii several 
yawls. 

The headquarters are well appointed and 
were evidently arranged with an eye to 
the comfort of the men. There is also 
every facility, to uid them iu their work. 
.Life preservers, ropes, etc., are within easy 
reach of the float, while there is a partial 
equipment of this character iu the nuphthu 
launch and in each yawl. 

About a month ugo Sergt. West and his 
officers entered upon tfieir duties at the 
Auburndaie and Riverside reservation. 
Each patrolman lias liis route which lie 
covers in his yawl, while the sergeant over- 
looks from the launch the entire district 
from the Moody street bridge at Waltham 
to the railroud bridge at Newton Lower 
Falls. 'The men ate on duty from 12 noon 
until 10 30 p. in. 

Since the establishment of this system 
the Metropolitan police have rescued from 
drowning more than half a dozen persons. 

In each case their active efforts were 
acknowledged and the commissioners much 
gratified with the work of the oflicers. 

'There lias been but one fatal accident 
this summer, yet it is only lair to say that 
metropolitan officers have prevented luuuy 
which might lmvo occurred. 

The effect which the presence of the offi- 
cers lias had iu suppressing disorder lias 
been truly marvelous, and while no arrests 
have been found necessary the river bus 
hud a manifold attraction for visitors.

Newtonville. Death was due to an inter- 
nal trouble wi ll which he had been ill but 
a few days.

About 35 years ago he opened a catering 
establishment at the South end, which soon 
grew to be one of the largest of its kind iu 
the city Later Mr. Dooling located in 
Temple place, and then on Tremont street.

One of the most notable of his feats was 
catering for over 5uoo persons, including 
the President and his cabinet, at the cen- 
tennial unniveisary of the battle of Ben- 
nington. 

Mr. Dooling formerly lived in Brookline, 
but about three years ugo he removed to 
Newtonville. lie leaves a widow, three 
sous, two of whom are iu the Hotel busi- 
ness in Montreal, and four daughters, one 
of whom is u teacher in the Newton public 
schools 

The funeral took place Monday morning 
at the Church of Our Lady.

Street Railway Franchise. 

Newton, June 20, 1900. 

To tiio Editor ot the Graphic:— 

A spectacle was presented last night 
in tho Newton Board of Aidermon which 
is almost without parallel in nldermanio 
boards, and to which the writer thinks the 
attention of the oltizens of Newton should 
be called. Owing to tho latenes* of the 
hour, no reporters were present. The 
facts are these: — 

The Waltham Street Railway Company, 
having as its incorporators 00 per cent of 
Newton tax payers, presented a petition to 
build a street railway from the Waltham 
line to Newtonville square, offering to 
widen portions of Walnut, Crafts and Wal- 
tham streets to a widtli of 70 feet, and to 
build two roadways on each side uud light 
the whole distance with arc lights, at a dis- 
tance of UK) feet apart. In oilier words to 
construct a boulevard the length of its line 
in Newton. 

Tho Newton Street Railway Company, 
having as its Incorporators 30 per cent of 
Newton tux payers, petitioned for the right 
to build a railway over this same route, 
promising nothing except to build it Some 
reflection having by inference been cast 
upon their good faitii, they offered to file 
a bond for $25,000 to build their road with- 
in six months. 

The Waltham Street Railway Company’s 
case was ably presented and all ttie facts 
as stated above were clearly set fortli to 
the board of aldermen, but their petition 
was denied, and the franchise grunted to 
tho Newton Street Railway Company as 
prayed for. After a lunch, and some little 
time no doubt spent in thinking the mutter 
over, the question was re opened and a 
street widening clause of Gu feet was in- 
corporated in tho franchise. 

Now the question comes, if, in tho wis- 
dom of the board of aid* mien , it was seen 
best to grant the franchise of the Newton 
Street Railway Company, why were not the 
aldermen fair and wise enough to impose 
upon them the same conditions which the 
Waltham Street Rail way Company volun- 
tarily offered to assume? if building a 
boulevard through a section of our city and 
lighting the same from end to end is not a 
consideration for tlie aldermen, it certain- 
ly should be for tho tax payers. 

Wo huve this condition of facts before 
us: The Wultham Street Railway Company 
with the franchise granted it by the City 
of Walttiam to the Newton line, and tlie 
Newton Street Railway Company with the 
franchise granted it by tlie City of Newton 
to the Waltham line, and between them 
both we abutters can well say with Mer- 
eutio: ’*A plague on both your houses,’’ 
because it is evident neither will be built.

The facts as 
set forth by the official returns comparing 
their earnings for the past three years 
when they have been paralleled by the 
Wellesley & Boston, show a constant and 
radical gaiu in eurnings eacii year, and the 
writer very much doubts if the Newton 
Street Railway Company would material- 
ly suffer in earnings if the franchise had 
been grauted to the Waltham Street Rail- 
way Co. The history of street railways, 
particularly of those in the Commonwealth 
of Massachusetts, goes clearly to show 
that competition is ‘ *--- 

an injury.

distinguished from Its political side, 
and yet the Industrial effects are much 
more far-reaching. I have seen our 
factory system in full operation in 
Egypt. 1 visited the cotton mills at 
Mansournh, mills owned and managed 
by Englishmen, Germans, Frenchmen, 
and other Europeans. I saw long rows 
of Arab girls standing up over tubs and 
manipulating the raw cotton in an at- 
mosphere so full of cotton dust that I 
was glad to escape from the room after 
a stay of a few minutes. 

”\Vhat are the hours of work of these 
girls?” I asked my European guide, for 
want of something better to say. 

“From four in the morning to six at 
night, with a short intermission for 
dinner.” was the astounding reply. 

“And the pay?” 

“Five small piastres a day" (that is, 
cents). 

O happy Filipinos! O complacent 
Bishop! this is the cheerful prospect 
before you. 

And what effect will the Introduction 
of our factory system in the Philippines 
have upon our own labor market? It 
will curse him that gives and him that 
takes. With the competition of boys 
and girls at twelve and a half cents a 
day, using cheap coal mined at similar 
wages, what will prevent wages from 
falling to the same level in this coun- 
try? Will there be any other way to 
keep all our manufactures from migrat- 
ing to the isles of the sea? In ruining 
the Filipinos we shall be ruining our- 
selves.

Boston. July .'I. 

The Houdeof Representatives voted that 
It would consider last week the dosing one 
of the session, but, of course, it was not;

Practically all the reports of committees 
are now in, and the calendars show pretty 
nearly what is to bt done before the gener- 
al court is prorogued. The uncertainty 
comes alnnst entirely because of doubts ns 
to wliat Is going lo become of the Boston 
As Albany lease bill, which was engrossed 
by the senate and was first iu the orders of 
tlm day in Lire House on Monday, with a 
prospect of a tdg scrimmage. Mossrs. 
McNary and Mellen of the great Democrat- 
ic organization abstain from participating 
in the Kansas City celebration of tho 
Fourth, iu order to make ns much trouble 
as possible for the railroad comuiitteo In 
the Albany debates. 

It is an extremely fmtunate tiling for the 
Boston A: Maine and Fitchburg railroads 
that they have been consolidated through 
the lease uct prior to July 1st, for they are 
safely out of the whirlpool of legislation, 
in which the supporters of the Albany bill 
find themselves. The Legislature should 
have b°en prorogued a fortnight ngo: 
every day it has stayed since that time has 
increased the feeling of unrest and heat. 
Not only is the weuther hot, but so Is the 
temper of many a member. They are 
staying here at an expense not only of 
time, but of money, which nobody cares to 
endure; and altogether, a man would be ex- 
tremely audacious who would attempt to 
say just what may happen to the lease bill. 
The vote on ordering the measure to a 
third reading, however, should be of such 
a nature as to give a fair notion of what 
will be its final shape. The biggest fight of 
all, of course, comes on the question of 
whether it is or is not wise to attach a 
referendum to the bill. The Fitchburg lias 
been leased to a home corporation ; talk 
about referendums on that matter was 
therefore unnecessary. But on the ques- 
tion of leasing a home railroad to a foreign 
corporation, notwithstanding the many ad- 
vantages which most people can see is of 
so different a nature, that men have an 
excellent right to claim that the bill should 
go to the people for ratification. A large 
number of amendments are pending. 

The committee on ways and means of the 
House has somewhat changed the bill 
relative to the abolition of grade crossings, 
which Mr. Langford so skilfully substi- 
tuted last week, so us to change the grade 
crossing law by adding an amendment to 
the fifth section of chapter 428 of the acts 
of 18iX), reading as follows: “Provided, 
however, that all expense resulting from 
the necessary relocating or changing oC 
streams and water courses forming the 
natural drainage channels of the territory 
in which alterations of grades are author- 
ized, also ot sewers, drains and pipes 
therein known and operated by municipal 
•corporations, shall be a part of the actual 
cost of the alterations mentioned in sec- 
tion three of chapter 42 S of tho acts of 
•1899, and said expense shull primarily be 
paid by the city or town.” To Is differs in 
one sentence only from the bill offered by 
Mr.Langford; whether it seriously changes 
the measure he would be apt to -explain 
when the bill is debated. 

The res«dve for an amendment to the 
constitution establishing a debt limit for 
cities and tow ns has passed the senate aud 
is now in the House calendar, dt makes 
tho limit 2 12 per cent, of tlx* * average 
asses o s’ valuation for three preceding 
years. This is the limit fixed in the Boston 
tax bill, recently enacted, and also in the 
statutory debt limitation of cities and 
towns outside of Boston. The resolve 
must not only nass this Legislature, but 
next year’s also before it can be submitted 
to the people. 

The ways aud means committee reported 
adversely on the “mill tax bill ;’’ that is to 
say, they reported refereuoe to the next 
general court, Messrs. Bennett of tsaugus 
and Reed of Taunton dissenting. Tne 
committee, however, reported also a re- 
solve fora commission to investigate the 
reimrt as to the necessity for additional 
legislation relative to the method of siqv 
porttug public: schools. This committee 
made a like report a year ago, but the mat- 
ter fell through. With the addition to the 
usefulness of the school fund, provided by 
the money which will come to it ani.uaily 
from the interest on the Fituhburg-Bostou 
A: Maine £5(000,000 bonds, the situation 
should be so materially changed that the 
coituiiissKtu might determine very properly 
on a far different report from that which 
woo hi have been made a year ago. So it is 
evident that a great gain has been accom- 
plished by the delay. Tile writer is very 
stroug in ius belief that commission of 
this sort should be created. For some 
years tlm Mute Board of Education has 
given its tacit approval toithe mill tux bill, 
because it hus felt the necessity of having 
more means at its disposal to aid the cause 
of popular education iu the small towns as 
well us iu the poorer cities. There is a 
grave question as to the wisdom of a 
direct tax upon t he* whole state to lie ex- 
pended iu this way, a question that Xew tou 
people have doubtless fully discussed iu 
the past. Fot this reason the members ul 
the State Board admit that -they would pre- 
fer to see some other sy stem devised rather 
than a direct tax of one unJl on the dollar, 
or uny other sum. The income only of the 
B. A M. bonds is available at the 

K resent time. Until the iioosac Tunnel 
ends are paid, this condition of things 
will natural Jy continue. The law by 
which £loo,0(w uunually is paid into the 
school fund provides that tins payment 
shull cease when the fund ha* readied the 
sum of #J.,ooo,OtW All these points will in- 
dicate to the leader the value of careful 
consideration by some coui|»etent board. 

The report from the joint metropolitan 
affuirs aud water supply committee, to 
which, of course, Mr. Langford belongs, 
on tiie bill to authorize the metropolitan 
water board to puy certain sums of money 
to tiie members of the Society St. Jean 
Baptiste of VV’est Boy Jston hus ijuully beeu 
made. Tills attitude has always been 
taken by Mr. Langford personally, but 
there has been u disposition to oppose bis 
views on the part of the general court as a 
whole, it claiming thut tins wus practically 
un insurance organization, and iu uo sense 
u body which deserved special remunera- 
tion because of the construction ol the 
Wachusett reservoir. 

Highway Commissioner Boss must have 
been extremely interested in the various 
measures concerning his work which l.a . e 
been ponding during the past week. T.ia 
bill to appropriate gfloo.oou lor new work 
lias finally passed each branch without 
amendment, although an attempt was made 
to make the sum tbUU.UUO, the additional 
money to be used for tiie construction ><1 a 
section of the North .Shore road in Lynn, 
it was argued that tills would he ugaiust 
the policy of the board, which does not 
build roads several miles at a tune, but iu 
smaller contracts distributed over the 
stale, and so the uiueuduieut wus defeated. 
The bill us to the reconstruction of the 
board, bo us to make the chuirmau the road 
engineer ut a high salary, is still pending. 
If gossip on Beacoir iliil counts for any - 
tiling, Mr. 1 toss will hardly cure to remain 
upon tiie board should this bill be enacted. 

Mr. Luuglord hus otleied an aiuendun-ut 
to tiie Boston A Albuuy bill to provide that 
the stations uud grounds about them shall 
be kept iu u condition equal to thut w inch 
prevails ut present, lie has evidently seen 
the “Hook of Contrasts” with pictures of 
the slutlous on both the Albany and X. V. 
Central lilies. Manx.

—The following In regard to school 
matters is sent us by a prominent citizen: 
The action of the School Committee but I 
week in refusing to re-elect Miss Crooker I 
is worthy of more than a passing comment. 
Miss Crooker has for twenty four years 
taught the same school in the Wade build- 
ing most successfully and to the complete 
satisfaction of all the former superintend- 
ents, school committee, masters, parents 
and pupils, and lias established a reputa- 
tion second to none in the city. Recent 
testimonials from former superintendents 
and masters confirm tills statement and the 
unanimous endorsements recently given by 
parents and former pupils prove that those 
who know her best are her most loyal sup- 
porters. One endorsement took the form 
of a protest against her removal and a re- 
quest for her reinstatement, which was 
hurriedly signed by 875 people for presen- 
tation at the May meeting of the committee 
as soon as it was heard that her name would 
not lie recommended for reelection, and the 
second endorsement was on June 2fl, w hen 
on a hot summer evening 27fl people assem- 
bled and unanimously passed a resolution 
in favor of tier reelection, which was pre- 
sented to tho school committee on the fol- 
lowing Wednesday evening. It can truth- 
fully be stated that no teacher was ever 
more unanimously endorsed and that no 
teacher after so many years of service had 
alw ays given more universal satisfaction to 
the people directly interested in her school. 
And in the face of these fucts and the 
wishes of everybody who has a personal 
interest in this school, the committee re- 
fused to reelect her. 'I here is still an old- 
fashioned sentiment in this village that 
some respect should be given to the wishes 
of the citizens and that tire school commit- 
tee are hardly justified in carrying out 
those principles in regard to the public that 
were so graphically expressed by a former 
head of the Vanderbilt family. Against all 
these testimonials are arrayed tiie charges 
of one man, who at tiie present time is fill- 
ing the position of master of the Wade 
school. These charges are said to have 
lirst included ”un8atlsfactory”and“showy’’ 
work, but these items were dropped as 
soon as made as they were ridiculous; then 
“poor judgment in regard to promotions” 
was inentioued, but the one example cited 
proved to be a case of good judgment ; then 
‘‘insubordination,” which is denied, and 
finally the charges dwindled into”friction” 
between Miss Crooker and the master. Un- 
fortunately, it is now known that practi 
cally the same relations exist between the 
master and every one of the assistant 
teachers who huve taught under him for over 
one year as are said to exist between the 
master and Miss Crooker, and to which ail 
this “friction” must be attributed, and it is 
hard to understand how the removal of one 
assistant can remedy matters, especially 
when everybody thinks that an injustice 
has been done by this actiou. The super- 
intendent knows that al these teachers 
have complained personally to him iu re- 
gard to these conditions, and it seems 
strange that the committee should hate 
taken final action on Miss Crooker's case 
before carefully looking into the cause of 
alt the trouble. This significant fact should 
be borne in mind. None of these assistants 
have ever had trouble or “friction” with 
any other master but have always been in 
perfect sympathy with all former masters, 
superintendents and school committee, and 
some of these teachers have had a long ex- 

K erienoe. The people of this village have 
pen most loyal in support of the schools, 
and they have the greatest respect for the 
present corps of assistant teachers whom 
they believe to rank among the best iu the 
city. Complaints are rarely made aud it is 
doubtful if more than one other complaint 
can be found in the records of the school 
committee from this district if they should 
tie examined for 2fl years back. With these 
facts so well known it is not strange that a 
great deal of indignation is felt at the out- 
come of this matter at the present time.

A CURIOUS PROPOSITION. 

Tha amount of money to be received from 
the sale of the old reservoir is such a wind- 
fall that it seems to have demoralized some 
of the financiers in the board of aldermen. 
Instead of turning the money over to the 
water department, where it belongs, it is 
seriously proposed to use it for a lot of 
other purposes, or a majority of the amount, 
leaving only some ten thousand for the 
water department. Of course it practical- 
ly amounts to the same thing but as long 
as the water department is kept entirely 
separate from the other departments, 
money received from the sale of property 
that the water department lias paid for 
should be turned over to that account, so 
that the hooks would show the real con- 
dition of the department. 

It is proposed to use $ 35,000 to build the 
new contagious ward of the Hospital. 
$0,000 to furnish the new Bigelow school, 
another sum not stated to purchase laud 
for that new sehoolhouse at Chestuut 
Hill, and to tuin the balance, some $10,000 
over to the water siuking fund. Such a 
proceeding would certainly make a curious 
record in the books of the water depart- 
ment. and it would make a precedent that 
would soon make it impossible to tell any- 
thing about the condition of that depart- 
ment. 

So far the accounts have been so kept 
that It Is possible to tell just how the 
wuter department stands, how much it bus 
cost the city, ami the probabilities as to 
when the two million debt of the depart- 
ment will be paid off. But if this scheme 
is carried out all this will be changed. 

Lf such a thing is to be done, a better 
way would be to borrow the money from 
the water department, giving the usual in- 
terest and providing for its repayment, at 
some definite time. This would keep the 
funds of the department intact, and not 
mix things up so that eveu the famous 
Philadelphia lawyer coul 1 not tell just how 
the department stood. 

A man who carries ou a small business 
may mix the receipts and expenses of all 
branches of his business up so that neither 
he nor any one else can tell which pays 
aud which does not, but it is considered 
very bad book keeping and iu all large 
business corporations separate accounts 
are kept aud the strictest system employed 
and this ought to be the case iu the affairs 
of the city. Most business men who have 
been questioned think this scheme is a 
rather ridiculous one. 

Another point has been raised which 
seems to be well grounded. That is thut 
the old reservoir is part of the assets of 
the water department, on which the bonds 
were raised, aud that the money really be- 
longs to the bondholders uud not to the 
city. It is illegal to sell mortgaged proper- 
ty, and appropriate the mouey for other 
purposes than paying the debt, aud there 
is talk of an injunction if the mouey de- 
rived from this sale is put to use outside of 
the water department It is claimed that the 
only legal u*e of the money is not to turn 
hover to the finking fund, which repre- 
sents money raised by luxation, nor to Use 
it for general city purposes, but to pluee it 
to ttys credit of the water department for 
construction purposes, which would keep 
the vrlue of the assets of the department 
intact, although it might not temporarily 
reduce the tux rate. 


THE CONGRESSIONAL CONTEST, 

lu our last issue we gave some reasons i 
in our belief that Brookline would not, ( 
the present year, press the nomination of | 
one of its citizens for congressional honors, j 
The old Uth Congressional District, to | 
which Brookline aud Newton belonged, 
was made up of portions of Middlesex, 
Worcester uud Norfolk counties. The 
present district is made up of the same 
counties, to which bus been added u part 
of Suffolk county. Duriug the lust twenty 
years there have been ten republican con- 
gressional nominations. Of these ten, 
eight have beeu given to the county of 
Norfolk, two to the county of Worcester, 
aud none to the county of Middlesex. Of 
the eight given to the county of Norfolk, 
six have been given to the town of Brook- 
line. 

Now to say that the nomination tl.e pres- 
ent year shall not only be giveu to the 
county of Nmfolk, but ulso to the town of 
Brookline, to the exclusion of Middlesex 


county, would certainly appear very unjust 
ami unfair. It must he borne in mind that 
Middlesex county has always been loyal to 
the republican ticket, and that more than I 
once it has saved the defeat of the party 1 
during the period above referred to. If 
our republican friends In Brookline will 
carefully and candidly consider the situa- 
tion, we feel confident that they will acqui- 
esce In the nomination this yenr being 
warded to the county of Middlesex. 

Tn» Is the way tha New Vmk Evening 
Post explains the legislative habit that 
seems to be so prevalent in Massachusetts. 
It says: “The seventh month of tho year 
has opened with the Massachusetts Legis- 
lature, which met early in January, still in 
session. The people of the Bay state are 
accustomed to having their lawmakers 
take nearly or quite half a year to do their 
work, and that, too, although the Legisla- 
ture meets annually. The fact is that 
Massachusetts gives about four times ns 
many months to legislation In every two 
years as a number of states which have a 
much larger population and greater Inter- 
ests. It seems to be largely n matter of 
habit. The lawmakers have fallen into 
the way of doing next to nothing during 
the first few weeks of each session, with 
the result that important matters are 
pushed forward into the lata spring and 
early summer. One would suppose thut a 
body which sits so long would be delibera- 
tive in its action, but the complaints of 
haste at the end of half a year appenr to 
be as load in Massachusetts as in states 
where the length of a biennial session is 
restricted by the constitution to GO or 00 
days.” 

Complaint comes from all parts of the 
city, of the girdling of shade trees along 
the street by horses. In some cases the 
trees have been killed, and in many cases 
they are permanently injured. A demand 
is being made that something shall be done 
about it, and the police have been instruct- 
ed to get the names of all owners of horses 
that are left tied to trees, or left untied so 
that they might do injury to the trees. 
There is a city ordinance against using 
trees for hitching posts, but tho absence of 
posts about the city has caused the ordi- 
nance to become a dead letter. Horses can 
not be left in the street without hitching, 
and hence the trees are used, together with 
friendly lump posts. The suggestion has 
been made taat people be allowed to use 
the trees provided they muzzle their horses 
which would be one way out of the diffi- 
culty. Possibly some arrests may be made 
by the police and the city ordinance en* 
forced. 

Tiik police took excellent precautions 
the night before the Fourth, and the result 
was that there was very little disturbance, 
and a tolerably quiet night. Several plans 
for “fun” were nipped in the bud, as the 
crowd found special policemen waiting for 
them when they arrived at the place where 
they expected to have free scope. In one 
case a large crowd appeared about mid- 
night, near a fence that has been unpopu- 
lar, with the intention of pulling it down, 
but they fouud policemen on guard and 
they left without any disturbance. This is 
only a sample of the good work done by 
the police, as they were very wide awake 
and caught on to the schemes almost as 
s ion os they were formed. Nodamiueof 
any special importance is reported from 
any part of the city, and the trouble is now 
over for another year. 


Gov. Crane is making a record as a 
veto governor, and IBs influence seems to 
be paramount in the legislature, as no bill 
is able to survive h s veto. That is because 
he takes the right side, and it shows the 
importance of having a reliable man as 
governor, to correct the mistakes of the 
legislators and prevent their doing harm to 
the state. If now there could only be some 
power to compel the passage of needed 
legislation, which is opposed by the cor- 
porations, who are so powerful in the 
Senate, we should have an ideal kind of 
government. As long as legislators are 
selected according to the present method, 
without much regard to their fitness, it is 
imperative thut the people should exercise 
the greatest care in selecting their gov- 
ernors, iu order that what rights have sur- 
vived shall be still left to them. 


There is an interesting report that Mr. 
E. L. Pickard has consented to stand as a 
candidate for Mayor this fall. If true this 
will probably mean an excitlug contest, 
which will wake people up to the fact that 
Newton is u city by itself. Our recent one- 
sided city elections have beeu so quiet that 
people have lost u good deal of the interest 
they used to have in city utfairs, and a hot 
election is needed to wuko them up. If 
Mr. Pickard should be a candidate, and 
Mayor Wilson should express a willingness 
to accept uuother term, und ull the other 
men whose numes have been mentioned 
should go into the contest seriously, it 
would give us one of the old fashioned 
contests that made life in Newton worth 
living.

Newton Hospital. 

The usual meeting of the Newton I Ins 
pital trustees took place on Thursday 
afternoon, the 2Hth ult., with President 
Leeson in the chair, and members present 
hr follows: Mesdames Haskell, Lodge, 
Paine, Messrs. Hullens, Ellison, Haskull, 
Petteo, Tyler, Dr. Shinn, Drs. Eaton, 
Beales. 

The Treasurer’s report gave expenses 
amounting to $0213.40, and income of 
$8540.07 for the quarter. The endowment 
funds of tiie Hospital had been added to 
during the last quarter by legacy from the 
estute of Hannah W. Loring of $2500, and 
from the estate of Mary 11. Loring of $5000. 
Dr. Scales for the Executive committee re 
ported average number of patients for 
March, April and May, 79, 70 and 59, re- 
spectively. Some improvements and re- 
pairs had been made or ordered. The work 
of the Training School was presented by 
Dr. Eaton us progressing satisfactorily. 
During the quarter considerable sickness 
among the nurses had been occasioned by 
the over crowding of tiie contagious wards, 
and although tiie number of nurses en- 
rolled is 37, nearly all culls for nurses for 
outside work have hud to be declined, 
owing to tiie quantity and quality of the 
work required in the various wards. 

Tiie following tribute was read by Dr. 
Shinn: “The Trustees of tho Newton 
Hospital realize that they have met a most 
serious loss in the death of their luto 
fellow member, Mr. Durius It. Emerson, 
and desire to put upon record their appre 
ciation of his enthusiastic helpfulness in 
tiie work for winch they are associated. 

”lt is most gratifying to them to recall 
how strongly the Hospital took hold of 
him as lie understood the nature nnd ex- 
tent of its aims so that in a certuin high 
sense lie becumeoneof its warmest friends, 
one of its most ardent advocates uud oue of 
its most generous helpers. 

“It seemed to furnish an outlet for the 
tenderness and charity of a most loving 
heart, and in laboring for its welfare were 
spent some of the happiest hours of his 
life. His duties here in examining accounts, 
in providing for the care of the buildings, 
in superintending the erection of new 
buildings, and in the improvement and or- 
namentatlon of tiie grounds became his 
labors of love. He gave freely of his best 
thought, of his time and strength and 
means, and while singularly unambitious, 
unconsciously so associated himself and his 
memory with this institution that it will be 
many a long year before he can be for- 
gotten. 

Tbe Trustees, deeply mourning his loss, 
feel that tiie removal of such a faithful 
worker is tbe call of Providence upon them 
and upon others to take up tiie work with 
increased diligence, so that the care of the 
sick and tiie maimed and tiie relief of 
suffering maybe in no wise retarded, but 
that tiie hospital may be enabled to coil 
tinue its mission tr those who in this 
transitory life meet their experience of 
pain." 

Mr. Frank A. Day was unanimously 
elected to fill the vacancy. 

Borne inquiries from other cities relative 
to the work and methods of the Hospital 
were noted, winch show the high opinion 
the success of this institution lias called 
forth. The subject of tiie building of the 
new contagious wards was taken up at 
some length uud entered into with much 
interest. 

The follow’iug vote was taken: “Tiie 
Trustees of tiie Hospital desire to express 
to the Newton Fire Department their 
hearty appreciation of tiie valuable ser 
vice rendered^! the afternoon of May 31st. 
What might have been a cuiittugrution 
disastrous not only to property but to 
many helpless sufferers was promptly con- 
trolled by the department in a manner 
illustrating its skill uud discipline. For this 
timely help ull our citizens owe a debt of 
gratitude which is officially expressed by i 
tiie Hospital Trustees.” 

After general discussion as to the advis i- I 
bility of tiie useof chemical fire extiniMii-h- 1 
ers, ami also us to tiie introduction of suit 
able training for tiie nurses relative t « * 
their duties In case of a lire breaking out, 
the meeting adjourned.

Mr. Tompkins’ Will 


Did the Spirits Carry Out the Wishes 
of the Dying Man? 


"I never wns what you may call su- 
perstitious,” said a lawyer from the 
country as he sat iu the courtroom 
awaiting the judge, "but I had an ex- 
perience once that has ever since in- 
duced me not to scoff at what is called 
the supernatural. Mr. Tompkins was 
one of the first clients my father, who 
was a lawyer, ever had.

"I faced round and looked the gen- 
tleman square In the eye. but he never 
winced or gave the slightest indication 
of recognition.

But, you say. it is the same old Bible, 
and John Calvin had that ns well as 
lie present student of the Scriptures. 
Yes. so it is the same old sun in the 
lie- ’-ons. b- * in our time it has gone to 
Mu!.!.;,; daguerreotypes nnd photographs, 
ii is the same old water, but In our 
?eutury it has gone to running steam en- 
gines. It is the same old electricity, but 
in our time it has become a lightnhig- 
footed errand boy.

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GOVERNMENT BY 
BRUTE FORCE. 

I»y U. 5?. Supremo Court Justice David 
,1. Brewer. 

It is snld that the Anglo-Saxon race 
has manifested a capacity to govern well; 
that we are of thnt race, nnd thnt, there- 
fore. we could well govern the PhU : ppine 
Islands ns colonies. 1 do not qpestion 
the capacity of the race well nnd wisely 
to govern others. I object to the Phil- 
ippine policy been use it antagonizes tho 
principles upon which this Government 
was founded, which have controlled its 
life up to the present time, nnd the per- 
fection of which has been the hope and 
aspiration of every true American. 

Very few nations, very few indivdunls, 
live up to their high ideals, but surely 
tlie Declaration of Independence lias 
been the ideal of our life, and we have 
striven to make it more and more real. 
Now. government liy force is the very 
antipodes of this, and to introduce gov- 
ernment by force over any portion of tlie 
tuition is to start the second quarter of 
tiu second century of our life upon prin- 
ciples which are the exact opposite of 
those upon which we have hitherto lived. 

It is one thing to fail of reaching your 
Ideal; it is an entirely different tiling to 
deliberately turn your back upon It. 

Government by consent and govern- 
ment by force, no matter how well the 
government may he administered, are 
two essentially antagonistic principles. 
Doubtless no immediate conflict will fol- 
low. We may see a large measure of 
prosperity; but are we not sowing the 
seeds which in the days to come will 
grow up into a harvest of trouble for our 
children and our children’s children? 

A necessity of coloninl possessions is 
nu increase iu our regular army, nnd the 
first increase proposed is from 30,000 to 
100,000 men. It is a strange commentary 
that at the close of the nineteenth cen- 
tury the head of the most arbitrary 
government in the civilized world, the 
Czar of the Russias, is inviting the na- 
tions of the world to a decrease in their 
arms, while this, the free t land, is pro- 
posing an increase in its. Yet such seems 
to be the imperative need, if we enter 
upon the system of colonial expansion. 

Now, the great economic problem iu 
this country is not how cun a few men 
make more money and pile up larger for- 
tunes. but how can the great body of tlie 
people make a fair uud coni r ortuble liv- 
ing? The right to work is again and 
again insisted upon as more important 
than the right to vote, ami the cry of the 
right to work is supplemented by the cry 
that the State furnish work to all who 
cannot obtain it elsewhere. 

Are we likely to aid in solving this 
problem by bringing into our national 
life 10,000,000 or 1*2.000,000 of unskilled 
Malay laborers? We have shut the 
doors against tin* Chinese. Are they any 
worse than the Malay? Shall we intro- 
duce iu this nation more cheap labor? I 
do not wonder at the action ol’ the Fed- 
eration of Labor in protesting against 
a new competition of cheap labor as well 
as an increase of the army, with its con- 
sequent increase of burden and taxation 
on tlie employed laborer. 

But there is money in it. And after 
all this is really the most potent factor 
in tlie proposed reaching out after the 
islands of the Orient. Thu wealth of 
Drums and of Iml is to-day, as iu the 
days of Milton, tin* expectation and tlie 
dream of many. Possession of tlie 
Orient, with its accumulated wealth of 
centuries, dazzles the imagination and 
confuses the judgment. The haze of 
mystery hangs over that vast domain. 
Wealth untold is believed to be there, 
ready to be appropriated by any domi- 
nant power.

A TALK TO ALL 
HOPELESS MEN. 

By Mrs, Uallimjlon Booth. 

The first prison that I visited in this 
country was Sing Sing, and I knew noth- 
ing then of what is called "the prison 
problem.” Anything that I have learned 
of it since I have learned from my boys. 
I only knew on that first visit when 1 
looked down into tlie faces of the audi- 
ence before me that I saw written there 
hopelessness and longing. I knew that in 
the future there might bo a retrieving of 
the past by a brave manly struggle to re- 
gain the self-respect which many of them 
seemed to think had gone forever. 

In ton Stute prisons there are 3,000 
men wearing the little bndge Which says: 
"Look up nnd hope.” There is a fight 
to ho fought nud a victory to be won. 
And tlie battle must bo begun witjiin the 
prison walls. 

Many men itnve snid to me: “I am 
going to do right as soon ns I get out.” 
If the resolve is worth making it is worth 
making now. If the bnttle is worth 
winning it is worth winning now. Don’t 
wait until you get out to be free. There 
are fetters stronger than iron, there are 
prisons more confining than these walls. 

It is the binding of tile soul by some 
vice or some weakness t lint makes men 
prisoners, and there tire many men walk- 
ing about tlie streets who are more ab- 
solutely hound than a man chained in a 
prison cell. 





MRS. BALLIN’ UTON BOOTH. 


One of the things that I have net my- 
self to fight is the word “ex-convict.” 
That is a cruel, unjust, un-American 
word. When a man is suffering the pen- 
alty of his crimes he is a convict, but 
when he lias made, his reparation to 
society how cruel it is to call him an 
ex-convict. The moment he bus served 
his sentence lie is a free man and no 
one has the right to attach that ttigiua 
to him. 

I will go from Christian church to 
Christian church until tliis wrong is 
righted, nnd I will appeal to the hearts 
of nil Christian people to help make a 
chance for those v. ho have been in 
prison. In the Volunteers we never use 
that phrase. We have a much better 
one, 1 think. We cad Hie men win. have 
boon released from prison “graduates.” 

For they are graduates, for surely this 
is the hardest «*<elivoi in which men can 
learn the world's hard lesson. 

I told my husband once that I ccnld 
never enter a prison again until it was 
possible for me to do something for the 
man who has sorted his time pud is 
trying to lend nil tv right life. I know 
what that means. I know of the sneers 
of the world, of the efforts to "railroad" 
men back to prison and of the harriers 
that are raised on every side cgi.inrT tlie 
man who is trying to do rig lit. 

I have even hud men come into my 
cilice iu New York City faint with hun- 
ger, who have tried to gain an honest 
livelihood actually to the point of star- 
vation. 1 am glad to say that now we 
are aide to do something for these men 
in a practical way. We have established 
in New York City, in Chicago nnd .it 
Flushing. L. 1„ wlmj * «• bar * «i<i.«-d 
"Hope Halls." We have one rule about 
these institutions, a. d that is tl.at no 
one who lias not served a term in prison 
can enter th*> door. 

The reporters have come to me and 
snid: 

“Wo should like to see your IIopi Hull 
and have our artists mike some .ketches 
of it.” 

And I have replied: 

"I mil sorry, gentlemen, hut a* you 
have not served a term in prison, ! am 
compelled to refuse you aduns-iou.*' 

The detectives have come there, tun. 
nud have said they would like to talk 
to me about some of the men tlu-rc. I 
have told them that they might see me 
at my ollice, but that that house be- 
longed to my boys and they coil'd .lot 
enter. And no detective has *ver 
learned one word from my lips jum.i any 
man who lias ever co.pt* to m nr who 
lias ever trusted me v.ta bis commence. 
That is imt my business. 

This is how the Hope Hall in each 
city is chosen ami fitted up. A k mse is 
chosen iu the pleusuute U locality ob- 
tainable and furnished as pr-ntilv and 
tastefully as possible, so as to remind 
tlie man who once bad a home oi tlie 
days when lie had a mother, and per- 
haps a wife aud child -c*. and • > -ur- 
round tin* man who Ltd never k.i >wn 
home inlhieiiees witll the best that -..vie 
to be had.

Judicial procedure in Haiti is In cer- 
tain Instances not untouched by hu- 
mor. A Unit inn owed a trailer $28. A 
Judgment requiring the Haitian to pay 
H a week Into court was given, nml 
the trader was to send a messenger 
every week to the magistrate for the 
money. In duo time he sent for the 
first Installment and was informed 
that the Haitian had not paid up. but 
that lie should lie thrown Into prisou 
for Ids failure. 

Three weeks passed with the same 
result. One morning the Haitian came 
to the trader’s store. He was, he said, 
a poor man, much married, n man to 
whom, therefore, expense came. What 
good, he asked, would accrue to the 
trader If he, the poor man, was thrown 
Into prison? Let the trader forgive 
him his debt and earn thereby uutold 
rewards in a future state. 

After some talk the trader gave him 
• letter of remission, which he went otT 
to present to the magistrate. The af- 
fair was settled, but the Haitian was 
struck by the bad grace with which 
the magistrate dismissed him. and he 
forthwith returned to the trader and 
nsked him if he had received the $8 lie 
had already paid into court. The trad- 
er looked surprised nml said he had 
received nothing. 

“Theu. since you have remitted the 
debt, that $.8 Is mine,’’ said the Hai- 
tian. 

Accordingly, he went off to the court 
to present his claim. The magistrate 
nt once committed him to prison. A 
consul who had heard the story nsked 
the magistrate what the Haitian was 
sent to prison for. 

“For contempt of court,” was the 
reply. 

The First Cookbook. 

To the Romans belong the honor of 
having produced the lirst European 
cookery book, and. though the author- 
ship Is uncertain, it is generally attrib- 
uted to Ctelius Apieus, who lived un- 
der Trajan, 114 A. D. Here are two 
recipes from this ancient collection: 

“First, for a sauce to be eaten with 
boiled fowl, put the following ingredi- 
ents into a mortar: Aniseed, dried mint 
nnd Inzer root; cover them with vine- 
gar, add dates and pour in liquamen (a 
distilled liquor made from large Osh 
which were salted and allowed to turn 
putrid in the sun), oil and a small 
quantity of mustard seeds. Reduce all 
to a proper thickness with sweet wine 
warmed, and then pour this same over 
your chicken, which should previously

"And Jesns said unto them, 
Como yo yourselves apart into a desert 
place and rest a white Tor there were many 
coming nnd sung, and they had no leisure 
so much as to eat.” 

We are tuclined to think, with the con- 
ceit of modern times, that the idea of the 
need of occasional rest is one that belongs 
to onr century. Perhaps In some respects 
this is true; it may he that the very rapid- 
ity of our movements, the complications 
cf our modern lives, have awakened a 
,sense of the need of occasional rest as it 
has never been awakened before. But in 
(act there is nothing new in it. We only 
aieed to turn to the pages of the Old Testa- 
ment— a book more forgotten than it ought 
to be; a book which like Plato, often 
strikes one with a tense of its nearness to 
modern things nnd to modern thought - 
we only need to turn to it In order to real- 
ize that this thought of the need of occa- 
sional rest is thousands of years old. The 
Jewish lawgivers felt the full necessity of 
it. The appointment of the Sabbath, 
whether it was original with the .lew or 
not, is a matter of no consequence, but 
the setting apart of one day in a week as a 
sacred day and as a day of rest from all 
work, was an indication of the sense of 
the need of rest now and then. And it 
must be noticed what is very often for- 
gotten— that the Jew did not make of the 
Sabbath a work day, nor a gloomy day, 
but lie made it one of the brightest seasons 
of liis life, the time when all the cares of 
the household were throw n aside, the time 
when no work was allowed to any one, 
not even to the stranger within his gates, 
not even to the serving man or the serving 
woman; all on that day found their rest. 
It is a strange perversion of the idea of 
the dav that we find laws against innocent 
amusement that interferes with the life of 
no one else, but that we are not at all rig- 
orous with regard to allowing men and 
women to work all the days of the week, 
even for providing our trivial wants. It 
has so happened in the course of time that 
we have forgotten that the commandment 
for the Sabbath was not a commandment 
to refrain from innocent amusement and 
enjoyment, but from work. Today we 
make our laws against innocent amuse- 
ment, and allow all kinds of work to go 
on with impunity. 

But however it may be, it shows that 
there was in the sense of those men of old 
time a feeling of the need of rest. And 
this feeling went farther aud deeper. The 
Sabbath or the Sunday has become part of 
the civilization of the world ; it has entered 
into its life. But there was another com- 
mandment which these old lawgivers gave 
that has not been so generally observed. 
Perhup- it never was kept. Perhaps the 
necessities of their lives and the necessi- 
ties of the lives of the people to whom the 
great Book came made it comparatively 
impossible. There is in the Old Testameut, 
in the laws that w e find there, an enact- 
ment of what is called a Sabbatic year. 
Once in seven years— uot only once in 
seven days, Out once iu seven years— the 
whole land was to have a rest. Hie agri- 
culturist must refrain from working the 
soil , all kind of work, so far as it was pos- 
sible, must be laid aside, in order that 
there might be an opportunity lor the re- 
cuperation of all the powers of their lives. 
1 say 1, do not suppose it was ever carried 
out, hut the thought of it is iu some 
measure carried out iu our modern liie. 
You lind tlmt in our great colleges, where 
ever it is possible, mice in seven years the 
professor is released from his labor and 
allowed to take rest which comes by 
change and a dilfereut occupation. And 
perhaps it might be well il nowadays 
people were enabled to take one year in 
seven and make it a year when they would 
not be striving to make all the money they 
could or carry on life at a high pressure, 
hut to make it as eu-y and as quiet as it is 
possible to be. At any rate, an Heal is 
held up before us in the old commandment 
which someday may lind its realization. 

Aud then iu the life of Jesus you lind die 
exemplification of this need of occasional 
rest. Of course, being a .lew, he kept the 
Sabbath. liis oiHcial liie. was lull of activ- 
ity; tiie multitudes were ever pleasing 
upon hi n. The demands of daily life 


And then again there is another thing 
that rest does tor the mind, and that is, it 
opens the mind to thft good that is in the 
world. A great many of us are like people 
who pass through a country on an express 
train. One object whirls by after another, 
nnd At the end of the day w e have gone far 
but we have seen nothing. If we have 
traveled as the late .John Buskin says 
people ought to travel— by stage coach— or 
if. better still, wo have walked quietly 
through those countries, we shall see them 
in all the fulness of their beauty. Some- 
times day after day Is so tilled with busy 
activity that we do not see the beauty 
about us; we are absorbed iu our cares 
and we do not realize that the world has 
something for us better than anything w o 
can ever get by our always conscious 
striving. 1 think it was Wordsworth who 
spoke the true word about the use of rest 
when he hade ns cultivate "a wise passive- 
ness.” Sometimes the best thing we can 
do to take iu the beauty and the glory of 
tiie World about us, to absorb the sweet 
"influences of tiie sky” is simply to he 
still and let nature work its result upon 
our being. Then it is that it is full of heal- 
ing halm; then we take In all that it lias 
to impart. "Blessed is the man who has 
leisure to be wise.” 

And so it is in regard to the thought of 
God for us. This life <d God ever seeks to 
till the world, ever seeks to take posession 
of us, and if we are quiet we are like the 
waters of some still lake that retlect the 
glory and the beauty of tiie heavens. It 
was a wise word of the Psalmist, "Be 
st 11, and know that l am God.” Some- 
times we chase after the truth with frantic 
striving and outcry, when, if we remained 
still and allowed the truth to find us, it 
would come to our hearts and abide there. 
And that, 1 think, as much as anything 
else, is what we need iu our seasons of 
cessation from labor— to be willing to rest, 
to he willing to let the things w ithout, tiie 
beautiful world in which we I've and ull 
its choicest influences, make their impres- 
sion upon us. 

And then again there comes through this 
occasional rest time to reflect on the mean- 
ing of our experiences. We sometimes 
wonder why some people seem to have 
more valuable experiences than others— 
why they learn more from them and have 
more to tell us about them. I think the 
main reason is that these people have hud 
leisure to wait aud to he quiet in order that 
the meaning of their experiences may 
make some impression upon them. If one 
experience is rapidly followed by another, 
the result is that we get the meaning of no 
experience. But if we have time now and 
theu to look hack over our experiences as 
un outsider might look at them, they begin 
to have a meaning that they never hud be- 
fore. The experience of one man or 
woman lias as much to teach as the expe- 
rience of another man or woman. Our ex- 
periences, so far as that is concerned, ure 
practically equal. The difference lies iu 
the fact that one man or woman retleots 
upon his or her experience, and the other 
lias not time for it. Instead of reflecting, 
lie is adding a new experience. 

Sometimes a man who has passed through 
life like Napoleon— who is in exile and 
compelled to retlect upon his experiences, 
realizes the lessons of them aud the mean- 
ing of them as he never did before. Some- 
times in liis last illness or in the dying 
hour one looks over life and it seems to 
have a significance that it never had before. 
There are lessons revealed that are clear as 
sunlight, aud one says, "Whydidu’tl see 
it at the time?" Aud that may be true of 
us always if we are willing to take time to 
think as we do think in these hours of en- 
forced rest, or in the hour when the world 
is fading from our sight. 

But above all, this occasional rest is the 
means of fitting us for uetter work in the 
future. A wise man suid a few years ago. 
"I can do twelve mouths’ work iu eleven 
months, but I connot do it in twelve.” The 
constant straiu and tension of trie mind 
defeat themselves. What one is d dug ail 
the tinn he ceases to do with energy. It 
is not tiie number of hours that we work 
in tin* day tiial counts, but the number 
of hours that we work with inter- 
est and enthusiasm. We are apt to 
think that tiie time we spend in rest is 
time wasted : it is really time gained. The 
hours that Jesus spent alone in prayer to 
God, or when he withdrew fiom the busy- 
activities of life, were not wasted hours; 
tliev were hours that prepared him to go 
forth to do mightier work than otherwise 
he could have done. Tiie land of Israel in 
tiie thought of the great lawgivers was not 
1 1 be uncultivated for one year in seven 
simply that it might be uncultivated, but 
their thought was that by the lying of tiie 
land iu a fallow condition for one year the 
succeeding years would bring more abun- 
dant crops. Tty* men who have rested on 
Sunday aud retrained from the busy ardu- 
ous activities of life are the men who iu 
the long run have done tiie greatest amount 


this people, ami ask that if in lltnes past I | 
htve spoken any word or tried to do any- 
thing which has helped them they’ may I * 
take it into their hearts and carry it out to 
large and noble results. And if 1 have 
failed in any attempt, 1 pray that they at 
least, by their arduous effort and their ear- 
nest devotion to the cause, may make tlmt 
attempt successful in days to come. And 
may the work of this church redound 
through coming time to the building up of 
the lives of this people and to the regener- 
ation of this oommunity.

How to Spend Hot Days. 

No greater mistake can be made than to 
look upon those as objects of pity who are 
busy all day in the fields in the heat.

No; this is not tiie way to he comfort- 
able. Go forth in the lightest and loosest 
possible dress, and find that out of doors 
and in gentle motion yon ure in moving air 
lor on.- tiling, and. for another, with 
thoughts diverted from how you are feel- 
ing. Our flying hoys on their wheels « r 
only roving in woods and fields, or by 
streams, understand all this in their sim 
pie, natural, bird-like wisdom. Scurrying 
about on their wheels, in only pants and 
outing shirts, blown up by air currents into 
little oallmms, full of mischief ami happy 
comfort, yet with hopeful promise of a 
good future, they have no more thought »>t 
discomfort than their feathered brothers in 
the tree tops whom they must love to treat 
as their brothers. 

Years ago, in a summer in tiie Berkshire 
hills, I spent oue of the hottest days 
roving all day by brooks and among hills 
and on rural roads and in making a hath 
tub by building a small dam in a little hid- 
den mountain Brook of pure water. Though 
perspiring freely all Jay, tiie constant pure, 
f re -ii breezes were only all the more de- 
lightfully cooling for that. 1 was never 
more comfortable aud have had like ex- 
periences many times since. 

But if, as often iu less rural regions, one 
must beat home, make the conditions ap- 
proximate to the blessed real country ones 
as nearly as possible. 'Take books and 
reading— or even pea-shelling, with ligtit 
talk, if it comes to that— out under shady 
trees, or into a breezy thicket, or by a 
brooklet or little fountain, if you are 
blest with either, and be lightly busy, step- 
ping about a little every half-hour or so to 
keep tiie joints limber and circulation 
healthy, and you will find in the outer air, 
it it be moving however lightly, vastly more 
comfort than in the uuwholesoiuestagnutiou 
and .-hade of tiie house.

If Iqdleutlous point to anything, tUH Is 
the closing weelr of the General Court, for 
the Senate ha* practically nothing to do, 
while the House is making most strenuous 
efforta to close up amt he prorogued. A ftcr 
a week of uncertainty, on Monday nizht a 
vote was taken on the Boston it Albany 
lease hill, which resulted In its passage to 
a third reading by a majority of 2.5. To be 
sure, an amendment was put on to provide 
that the ra’ ideation of the leaso shall be 
submitted to the people at the coming state 
election, but this is not likely to stay on 
the document when it reaches the enact- 
ment stage. If the House itself does not 
take it out on the engrossing stage, the 
Senate will decline to agree to the amend- 
ment, and then there will be a conference 
committee, which will quickly deoide the 
matter. Mr. Langford's amendment, de- 
signed to make sure that there shall he no 
deterioration in stations nml grounds was 
adopted, and a roll-call was refused. It 
was alleged that this was nn unfriendly 
amendment in some quarters, but it could 
hardly he culled that, ns Mr. Langford 
voted for the hill. 

There was uncertainty in some minds 
just how many men voted for the lease be 
cause every amendment, unfriendly or 
otherwise, which was offered was put on : 
but the writer is or the opinion that the 
men who me against the lease voted against 
it, and that their votes were not affected by 
any amendment which was put on. .Some 
criticised Chairman Turtle of the railroad 
committee for his attitude in calling for 
roll-calls on every motion, but they did not 
realize how anxious he was to get a test 
vote that would tell where the matter 
stood. When he found that the house re- 
fused to tefer the lease over to the next 
general court, lie was ready for a vote on 
Its passage to another stage. 

1 find that I did Mr. Langford an unin- 
tentional injustice in assuming that he 
f wired the payment of money to the 
French Catholic society pf West Boy Iston, 
because he was not recorded as a dissenter. 
He fought the measure in every way possi- 
ble in tue committee. 

The next few days will show whether 
the Senate will kill the boulevard uml park- 
way hills which the House has so freely 
passed along, or whether it will pass them 
and leave it to the Governor to say whether 
they shull become laws or not. Yesterday 
a bill was engrossed to authorize the metro- 
politan park commissioners to improve the 
banks of the Charles river, us was one to 
authorize and direct the same board to ac- 
quire Fuller’s wharf in Brighton as a part 
of the Charles River Reservation. The 
park board does not oppose*) ny of these 
measures. In the case of most of them it 
assumes that it would be of immense ad- 
vantage to have them pass; but of course 
the board does not put its opinion ugainst 
that of the Governor, who believes that no 
more expenditures should be made until 
the work of payment has bejfun. 

It is presumed it will be a month yet be- 
fore the commission appointed by the Su- 
preme Court decides how much eac • city 
and town iu the park district must pay this 
year toward the parks. As soon as the 
commission reports, the auditor's depart- 
ment will notify each municipality as to its 
assessment, and tills must he paid by Dec. 
10 If the sum does not go into the tax 
levy of each pluce, it must be boi rowed and 
paid. The presumption is that each twx- 
puy«*- wili find his proportion In his annual 
tux bill. The bill M provide that the en- 
tire state should be put into the metropoli- 
tan park district, died an untimely death 
long ago, uml there will be no Legislature 
‘in session to set aside the finding of the 
commission as was the case three years or 
so ago. 

After many weeks of consideration, the i 
special committee which investigated the 
metropolitan water board reported yes ter 
day. The repoit is rather colorless. It 
liwds that the charges of favoritism and ex- 
travagance in making settlements for .prop- 
erty taken by the water board is not sus- 
tained, and says that the board has not 
violated tire weekly payment law, as it was 
not bound by that law. It does think, 
however, that the example of the board iu 
waking monthly payments to its employes 
hud had a bud -effect on the contractors, 
who are bound by the laws. To make 
these points more effective, the report in- 
■cUide.N several bills, designed to secure 
weekly payments and citizen’s preference 
iu employing labor. The committee tinds 
that tiie liquor laws were constantly vio- 
lated at the reservoir and rattier hints that 
Lins board could through it.i police officers 
nr io some other way. have prevented this. 
No change iu the personnel of the board is 
recommended, how ever. 

The House yesterday referred to the next 
General Court, Hie bill to provide tliat 
street railway companies shull puy live per 
cent, of the cost of eliminating grade cross- 
ings in certain cases. 

This is rather u .-urpri.se, though of -course 
there was a quiet inllueuce at work to se- 
cure it. 

With two exceptions the committee on 
ways and means of the house lias reported 
iu favor of a bill to authorize the metro- 
poliiau water board to acquire Fisher Hill 
reservoir in Brookline from the city of 
Boston, with certain piles uu I other prop- 
erty. the total value being it is said about 
Slv^KG/Uon. The district has no particular 
use for this stuff, but Boston does not 1 
want it, and Boston usually finds a way of , 
getting rid of anything the Legislature will 
help her sell. Manx.

President Tucker’s alvice to the 
Dartmouth students to adopt politics as a 
business has brought out all sorts of com- 
ments, favorable and otherwise. But 
President Tucker must have had other 
ideas iu mind than the men who have made 
their names prominent as politicians in the 
past few years, such as Ilanna, Piatt, 
Quay, Croker, or even Lodge and Roose- 
velt. The career of these men make it a 
Question whether a man of average honesty 
eau be successful iu politics and still re- 
tain his own self respect. lie surely did 
not mean that hij students should imitate 
Platt or Quay or Ilauna or the others who 
have had to do so much of what may be 
politely called “dirty work” iu order to 
succeed. Even Roosevelt with all his 
dash and energy has had to yield au im- 
plicit obedience to Platt, which must have 
been peculiarly disagreeable to a man of 
his character. Iu politics, as in everything 
else, a man must pay the price iu order to 
be successful, and it has seemed that of 
late years the price was too high. Practical 
politics is something very different from 
the ideals that college professors have of 
it, and to make it his chief business, a 
man must be willing to get l id of most of 
what men have been taught to value. 
Every man should take an active interest 
iu politics and should take the time and 
trouble to think for himself, but to devote 
to it his whole life is another thing. The 
view of such a man as ex-Speaker Reed 
would he of value on this question, as he 
has tried it and after half a life time bus 
given it up. He managed to retuin the re- 
spect of the people, but it is more than 
suspected that he found the price he 
would have to pay for continued success 
was higher than he wished to pay. It is 
doubtful if President Tucker would point 
to any of our prominent politicians who 
have made politics a business and say that 
they were worthy of iiuitution. Success has 
beeu their aim and most of them let noth- 
ing stand in the way. Men of high char- 
acter do succeed sometimes, so there is 
hope for the future, but ut present 
with too many of them the end souuht, 
which is their own success, justifies any 
fljeanj to secure it.

The Church Canvas. 

The church canvas recently made in 
Newton by Miss Mary L. Speare in behalf 
of the pastors, has been completed, and the 
report of this visitor was submitted last 
week. The object of tills canvas was two- 
fold, viz., to extend a hearty persoi al invi- 
tation to all strangers .in this part of the 
city, to the various cliureh services aud 
Sunday school, and also to find out how 
largely the habit of church and Sunday 
school attendance obtained in this com- 
munity. 

The report contained some interesting 
facts. Of the 30 H families visited, whose 
names were not u;>on the pastoral direc- 
tories of the several churches, only 100 were 
not iu some way actively identified with a 
church home, and nearly all of these ex- 
pressed a preference for a special church, 
hut for various reasons had not attended 
its services. 

The names of all such as of atiJ newly 
come into our part of the city, have beeu 
given to the respective ministers, who will 
soon call upon them at their homes. 

The religious preferences were widely 
divergent, some thirteen in all, ranging 
from current Christian beliefs to theosophy 
and atheism; the latter two. however, .were 
represented only by a single individual 
each. Over half a hundred families (?o to 
church in Boston, aud the children in all 
but thirty-eight home*, were more or r ess 
connected with resident Suwiay schools, 
while comparatively few 1 ami lies or in- 
dividuals not over twenty-five, acknowl- 
edged indifference or alienaBion to t!ae 
churches. 

The reception of the visitor was wioh 
hardly an exception, most kindly aud co- 
operative, and not least among the results 
of this canvas will be the cordial and per- 
sonal invitation which has been left in 
these homes by this courteous uad sympiv- 
tbfttlc representative oi our Newtoa* 
churches.

entitled "A, .Curious Proposition,” leaves 
the Impression that the Board of Aldertpen 
have either definitely decided upon or are 
seriously considering the disposition of the 
proceeds of the salo of thfi old reservoir in 
the manner so severely criticised by you. 
Aj this is not the fact and as the matter in 
question is of the highest importance, it is 
fair that there should not be any misappre- 
hension on the part of the citizens as to the 
real situation. 

The proposed sale of the old reservoir to 
the Metropolitan Water Commission was 
first brought to the attention of the Board 
of Alderman on the Mayor’s call for the 
special meeting held on the ’2d ult. Under 
tho call for that meeting nothing could be 
considered by the board 6ave the accept 
anceor rejection of the $00,000 offer for 
the reservoir. If the board voted to author- 
ize the sale, It could not make any disposi- 
tion of the proceeds until the loth of Sep- 
tember. Meantime the amount to bo raised 
by taxation is determined, aud the proceeds 
of the reservoir will be used, as the pro- 
ceeds of the poor farm were used a year 
ago, to reduoe the tax rute tills year. 

The mayor uud the aldermen are agreed 
as to the advisability of selling the leser- 
volr to Hie Metropolitan Water Commission 
upon the terms proposed. But they differ 
us to the disposition of the proceeds. The 
muyor wauls them for current expenses. It 
is stated that he desires to puy them into 
the Wuter .Sinking Fund, though how this 
out) be done iu the nbseuce of a vote of the 
board has uot been expluiued, and even if 
it cau the effect is to reduce the tux rate 
this year and possibly next for the benefit 
of this year's tux payer, but by diminishing 
the plunt of the city and by tbe use of an 
asset for which the tax payers of the past 
twenty-live years have been paying. 

The aldermen, on the other band, are 
solid y against this disposition of the pro- 
ceeds. They do uot believe iu selling off 
tbe ussets ot the city to pay current ex- 
penses. In their judgment that would be 
indefensible financiering. They want the 
proceeds for permanent investment. 

For just whut permanent investment, 
whether the water construction account, 
the new hospital building, the land for a 
school house and fire engine house ut 
Chestnut Hill, the furnishing of the new 
Bigelow school, or other similar invest- 
ment, has been talked over by different 
members of the board, but no offioiul action 
thereon has been taken by any committee 
of the board, or by the board Itself, 

At the meeting of the board in question 
for reasous already stated they were obliged 
to adjourn without taking any action, ex- 
cept approving the project of the sale and 
requesting the finance committee to report 
at the next meeting of tho board on Mep 
tember 10, an order authorizing the sale, 
together with such recommendation as it 
might deem expedient as to the disposition 
of the proceeds. The city solicitor has 
given it as his opinion that this resolution 
does not make of the $00,000 an estimated 
receipt, so that this year’s tax levy must be 
made up as the board believe it should be 
made up, withooc employing the $00,000 to 
defray the bill. The Metropolitan Water 
Commission have agreed to hold their offer 
open till the fall, when the city eau accept 
it. if it sees fit, so that nothing bus been 
lost by the delay, and a long step has been 
taken towards sound finance, and, for that 
matter, good government. 

One farcical Incident, connected with Dhe 
controversy, is his honor the mayor’s re- 
commendation of an appropriation of 
Slb.ooo to meet this- year’s Metropolitan 
Park assessment. He included this itei» ju 
his call for the special no eting. As, how- 
ever, he did not get tbe$<>0,0ii0, so that she 
same might be counted as an estimated ra- 
eeipt, lie vetoed tiie order w hich the boa 7 d 
had humbly passed at his solicitation, thus 
slaying his- own child. He gives as his rea- 
son: “My message to your board on July '1 
was based upon a necessarily hasty inves- 
tigation. No nificiul notice of the assess- 
ment lias been received, und it is quite 
possible that the estimate may be exces- 
sive. lam informed by tbe city ireasuier 
that if it becomes necessary to puy the- 
amount during the present financial year 
lie believes lie will be able in meet the 
w huh* or a large part, at least,. of the same, 
from receipts beyond previous estimates 
and not otherwise uppropriuted. Under 
tbe circumstances 1 deem it. advisable that 
no appropriation should he made until the 
definite amount is ascertained.” 

It may be added, for the bn formation of 
those whom it concerns, that) she bonds is- 
sued by the city are not, a:»l never h ive 
been, mortgage bonds. They, therefore, 
do not constitute a lien upon the property 
of the water department, or of any other 
property of the city. It may be that the 
disposition suggested by youc editorial is a 
proper one. But it should not be forgotten 
that a consistent policy of permitting the 
least possible increase of the city’s debt 
and of paying us you go, even for perma- 
nent improvements so fur u* that can be 
done without materially increasing the tax. 
rate or present valuations, is the only, 
policy which will give in the end relief to. 
me tax payer. Ami if this is so, it may be 
questioned whether the new contagious 
ward should be paid for by borrowed 
i money, when the city is- in funds from tlu> 
sale of the reservoir und the proceeds uxe

T1IK ADVENTUROUS VOVAftB OR THK SHIP 
CORWIN FROM SKATTI.K. 

Nome. Alaska, June l?, 1900. 

To the Editor Of tlie «|IAI*IIH 

I dnre say many Newton people are in- 
terested in the adventures of the Rood ship 
Corwin and the Corwin Trading Company, 
and I am sure that a letter in the (» itAriuc 
will reach them all. The delays incident 
upon fitting out a vessel for a long voyage 
kept ns in Seattle until well Into May and 
it w as on the evening of the lith that the 
welcome farewell whistle was blown and 
the moorings oast off. Loaded to the 
limit with all sorts of goods, her deck piled 
high with coal in bags and with eight 
horses stabled in her fore hold in close but 
comfortable quarters the Corwin steamed 
down the bny In a wonderful sunset glow 
that the wise ones said foretold good luck, 
h prediction on the whole amply verified so 
far. At Port Townsend we docked over 
night, passed the custom house, took on 
hoard a big scow for a lighter at Nome and 
steamed away the next afternoon, with our 
good friend Plummer, the Seattle photo- 
grapher, doing the lightning act in taking 
successive pictures of the ship and people 
as they sailed away. Port Townsend is a 
dead town, the corpse of a busted boom, 
but it galvanized itself into life for a mo- 
ment as we left and bade us farewell with 
a crowded dock and the toot of steam 
whistles. 

Then came the beauties of the inside 
passage, with its narrow water ways be- 
tween rugged fir-clad kills and an occa- 
sional breeze from old ocean where we 
passed the island passages. Here some 
of the Corwin Trailing Company learned 
the sorrow that comes with the heaving 
sea but it was only n foretaste and the 
smooth water soon relieved it. 

In Queen Charlotte’s £ound came our 
first adventure and it looked at first like a 
very serious one In Queen Charlotte's 
bound the inside pnssage is, as Paddy 
w’ould say, pretty well outside and we 
were several miles from land in pretty 
rough water at 10.3P on the morning of the 
isthwhen wnter was discovered in the en- 
gine room ami gaining rapidly. Word was 
passed that the ship was leaking badly and 
in great danger. Then there was hustling 
in hot haste and the pumps were manned 
and the boats cleared away and some low- 
ered to be in readiness for leaving the ship 
One or two men appeared with life tire- 
servers on and there were some white 
faces. There was little confusion, how- 
ever, and all hau ls worked with feverish 
energy. It was thought that the ship would 
have to be beached at best, but it was found 
that the pumps kept the water down and 
were even making it less. The ship was 
therefore hea led for Safety Cove on Cal- 
vert island and came to anchor there un- 
harmed. It was later found that the leaks 
were small ones caused by holes made by 
the government inspectors when the vessel 
was on the ways at Uallard and negii 
gently left unplugged by the dock yard 
men. The water hud leaked into the space 
between the inner and outer skin of the 
vessel and was released by the rolling mo- 
tion. 

It was really a slight matter and was 
fixed without difficulty as the vessel lay at 
anchor. In .this work we learned, too, 
the tremendous 6taunchess of the Corwin 
which has sluce been proven in bucking 
Fie ice or the Arctic seas. 

At Seymouy Narrows we made the pas- 
sage through the swift and dangerous tide 
rips in safety though the ship was twice 
caught and whirled back like a cork. The 
third time we caught the slack water ami 
went through in gn at shape. At Milbank 
bound we bade farewell to the pleasant iu- 
side passage ami taking the open sea 
headed for Dutch harbor west ward across 
the Noith Pacific. Here the staunch little 
steamer met heavy seas ami continual head 
winds and we had u rough passage of 
eight days, a safe enough but unoleasant 
trip. for the chauoes for exercise ami enter- 
tainment wero few and seasickness abided 
with many, even the sailors forward suf- 
fering. 

All were glad to reach Dutch Harbor 
w here we rested for two days and took coal 
and water, leaving on the 2i*th. We lay to 
just outsider/ the port and all hands fished 
for two hours in which we caught a ton of 
fine cod. These we hung up in the open 
«ir astern ami they kept for two weeks and 
were better at the last than at the first. 
Fair weuther came and fair winds on leav- 
ing Dutch Harbor, and the Corwin spun 
merrily along for two days under wind ami 
steam finding ice Homing in little scattered 
bits on the aft- ruoou of the second day. 
The next morning we wakened to find the 
good ship in the ice indeed, sheltered in a 
little ice bay with crowding does all about 
her as far as eye could see. That day begun 
the ice bucking in earnest ami we then saw 
how sturdy and uble our wonderful little 
boat was. Through ice two feet thick she 
steamed, steadily thrusting the floating 
does to tiie right and left or ripping 
through them us a snow plow goes 
down the sidewalk of a winter morning, 
the torn and broken cakes sinking under 
her forefoot or piling and grinding by the 
bow. 

Duly when we found ice of four or five 
feet thickness and in large does did she 
stop. These she would meet with a jar, 
theu back off uml ram as a cruiser imgnt 
ram an enemy. One or two of these tre- 
mendous bunts would generally force a 
passage and the steamer would forge 
slowly aliead with great cakes piling by 
the bow and the people on deck cheering 
the work of the only really ice breuking 
steamer that goes to Nome this season, 

On Saturday night, however, June 1 st, 
we met our mutch m big Arctic ice that 
was piled in confused masses, ten to thirty 
feet bi.'h and unbroken as far as eye could 
see. Here we stopped and spent Sunday, 
a clear, calm, perfect day, while the eap- 
taiua looked Iroin the "crow's nest” in vain 
Tt.r a chance to get farther. We were 
within thirty miles or bo ol .St Lawrence 
island aud would have* liked to land but 
it w as impossible to proceed, and on Mon- 
day morning we reluctantly turned south 
tualp, retracing our course and hoping to 
find passage to the eastward. We again 
sighted ttie main fleet of Nome bound boats 
.luueriiig in the broken ice and sighted, 
about lo u. ui . a wreck w ith signals of di - 
treia flying. 'Mils proved to be the barkeu- 
i me ( utlierine Sudden, 500 tons, bouml for 
Nome w ith a very valuable cargo ami fit 
People, bite had sto ve in one of her lum- 
ber ports on the ice aud w as dismasted and 
almost under wuter. Her crew had taken 
to the ice and had saved a few of their per 
soi.ul effects and some provisions. '1 he 
hi igautine Pitcaii p and the icboonei Hi i 
oeu L. Itichardsoh, formerly a Huston ii-h- 
eriuan, were standing by. The Corwin 
broke through many miles of ice to the 
Sudden and mi spite of the fact that her 
captain anandoned tier and w arned us that 
site would sink ill a moment rescue was 
attempted. 

After two days of incredible lebor we 
had the Sudden above water ami out of 
danger w ith her broken plank replaced aud 
her steam launch, lighter, and valuable 
cargo safe, though some of it was pretty 
w ell w ater logged. 

It was Saturday night, however, before 
w e w ere ready to move and meanwhile we 
lu v sheltered in the ice, moored to a berg, 
while for three days a gale blew re d it 
snowed aud froze with genuine Arctic 
vigor. 

When w e took bold of the Sudden her 
bow was a fathom under w ater and only a 
little of the stern floated above w ater. What 
kept her from sinking is still u mystery. 
We patched up her broken deadlights, cut 
away the roiuuiniug lower half of the foie 
must, which with spars and rigging weighed 
her down, and theu beguu to try uml get 


tho waf**r out of her A strim pump wm 

put on from t lie Corwin, tlo* ship’s pump.' 
wore minned. and the tfhota tiity of thp 
Corwin’s people turned to with bucket* ] 
and bailed like nmd men for twenty four 
hours. For a long time It was a race with i 
lb bring sea with little odds for either side, j J 
but pluck and persistency won. ami we * 
towed the vessel into Nome. 'The ship 
ami cargo were worth $12.*>,000 when they 
left San Francisco. 

The Corwin oomphny has thus far been 
fortunate beyond its expectations aud en- 
ters upon its summers work with confi- 
dence that diligence and business acumen 
will bring it further slice* s . All the mem- 
bers of the expedition are in good health 
ami spirits ami look forward to a pleasant 
and prosperous summer.

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THE LEGISLATURE. 


[Special Legislative Correspondence.] 
Boston, July 17. 

The Great and General Court (lies hard. 
It has been a week since Its demise wa» 
imminent, and a month since it Ought to 
have been prorogued ; but it Is now only a 
fJUMtlOH of hours. 

But the General Court held on to meas- 
ures of interest in the vicinity of Newton 
almost to the very end. The writer grieves 
to say that Newton owes nothing whatever 
to the senator who has represented her this 
.year for bis work the last few weeks. He 
slid excellent work in assisting Mr. Chad- 
wick to carry through the police hearing 
bill, but after that time he represented 
.Ashland rather than Newton, His labors 
for the Iiopkinton water bill were aim >st 
crowned with success, but by a very nar- 
row majority the bill was defeated. Then 
Senator Kay had It reconsidered and re- 
ferred over to the next General Court. Of 
course, he will have an excellent argument 
for re-election with those who believe in 
the Iiopkinton bill Newton, which would 
have to pay a proportion of the $1200 an- 
nuity to Iiopkinton, will not go very en- 
thusiarfUc over this proposition, however. 

Ou Friday the senator took up the cud- 
gels for the “mill tax” bill on the ground 
that it woukl be a relief to Ashland. It 
would be far from a relief to Newton, un- 
less that city would like to be relieved of 
several thousand dollars annually, in order 
that Ashland may pay a dollar or two addi- 
tional to some of her teachers. Senator 
Washburn of Worcester asked a few close 
questions of Senator Ray. He reminded 
him that this was a bill to relieve small 
towns presumably. Ashland was able to 
pay her teachers but $s per week, and her 
school taxes were a burden. He Inquired 
what was to be done with the additional 
money, and Senator Ray said t ey hope to 
raise the teacher’s salaries. Then Senator 
Washburn wanted to know how this would 
b-* any “relief” to Ashland, which would 
still be burdened to raise the S8 per w eek. 
Senator Ray remarked that he did not be- 
lieve that the school taxes would be less- 
ened as a result of the mill tax bill. The 
additional money would be used to improve 
the schools simply. The senators took him 
at bis word, and concluded that the bill 
was to be a burden in some places, and be 
no relief elsewhere; therefore they killed 
it by a heavy majority. Thus was one veto 
averted. 

But notwithstanding the writer’s belief 
that Seuator Ray was wrong on the mill 
tax, the iiopkinton and the Boston and 
Albany bills, it is undoubtedly true that he 
has a remarkable inllueuce, and that bis 
motives are always of the best. There ure 
few men more popular than he. 

Among the measures which have liugyred- 
to this closing week are the Cambridge- 
Somerville parkway bill, which seeks to 
secure a boulevard from Cottagp Farm 
station to ttie Fells Way boulevard in Som- 
erville. This calls for an initial expendi- 
ture of $<>00,000 for the payment ot laud 
damages, and does not cover the work of 
construction. For this reason it was be- 
lieved the bill would be vetoed, as it was. 
Then the bill for taking Fuller’s wharf in 
Brighton as a purt of the Charles river 
reservation was enacted on Monday, and 
so was another bill for the improvement of 
the banks of the river. Tb ■< latter not be- 
ing new work was able to go through, and 
the governor concluded there was merit in 
it and signed it. 

The Boston A: Albany bill was signed to- 
day and so New ton will, hereafter, I e on 
the line of the New York Central road. It 
was fought earnestly and vigorously up to 
the last ditch oy those who objected to the 
lease. Three conference committees have 
been trying to reach compromises on bills. 
One was that on the great New England 


DR. CLARK’S STORY. 


Til K GRKAT CI1RI9T1 AX KNnKAVOR1.lt 
IKSCITSRKS TIIK CHINK8K SITUATION. 

Dr. F. E. Clark of Aubnrndale, founder 
of the Young People’s Society of Christian 
Endeavor, has arrived in London fresh 
from the scene of conflict in China. The 
Boxer revolt was on the verge of outbreak 
when he left Pekin, May IS. In an inter- 
view Dr. Clark said : 

“Pekin, Tien-Tsin and all northern China 
have been one great hotbed of insurrec- 
tion throughout the spring, although the 
foreigners have felt that no dangerous re- 
bellion was likely to break out Inside of 
six months or a year. The Boxers all 
along had been indulging in incantations 
within the capital, but their threats were 
not taken seriously. Mr. Conger trusted 
the Chinese and consistently refused to 
recognize the gravity of the situation. To 
my mind he dwelt in a Tool's paradise, al- 
though most solicitous in the protection of 
American interests. The Boxers were in 
the habit of exercising with obsolete weap- 
ons, a fact which served to inspire the for- 
eigners w ith little fear, so that their bold 
ness in obtaining modern arnmneuts was 
altogether astonishing. 

“Early In May a Chinese Christian came 
to Pekin from Tong-Chow, where he had 
been tortured by the Boxers, bringing word 
that they were only awaiting orders from 
some higher authority to rise all over the 
empire and exterminate the ‘foreign 
devils.' It is generally believed that these 
orders were expected to come from the 
dowager empress, who is regarded as hand- 
in-glove w ith the anarchists. Her periodi- 
cal edicts against the Boxers are con- 
sidered to have been issued for the sole 
purpose of currying favor with the powers. 
Li Hung Chang is discussed only with ex- 
pressions of contempt by all classes in 
Chinn The old Chinaman is a saltish, un 
scrupulous demagogue, ready to ally him 
self with the empress, the Boxers or the 
foreigners, w hichever should promise best 
to serve him. 

’’There is not the remotest foundation 
for the charge that tactlessness of mis- 
sionaries is responsible for the present 
crisis. It is simply the culmination of 
foreign hatred of long growth. Germany’s 
occupation of Kiao-Chou is one of the most 
recent aggravations of the anti-foreign 
frenzy, while the building of the railway 
from Tien-Tsin to Pekin is another provo- 
cation. The ignorant natives have been 
led to believe that a Chinese child lies 
buried under every tie of the road and that 
the wells along the route have been 
poisoned by the foreigners. The Ameri- 
can and European missionaries in the 
Eastern field are an uncommonly heroic, 
earnest nud sensible set of men and wo- 
men. Mr. Conger, as well as Colonel 
Buck, United States minister to Tokio, as- 
sured me that their work had been the 
most powerful influence in the Orient, not 
only in behalf of civilization, but in behalf 
of the advancement of China itself. 

“The inevitable solution of the pending 
horror must be the destruction of China as 
a government. It is impossible for the 
dynasty to prevail there now. There is no 
international force capable of re-establish- 
ing law and order. Somehow or other the 
powers must step in and revolutionize the 
empire's governmental machinery.”

He graduated 
from here in June 187!), and was assigned 
to the Pth infantry ns second lieutenant, 
lie was promoted to he first lieutenant 
Aug. 28, 1887, and captain April 2<’>, 1808. 

Capt. Noyes has seen considerable army 
service both in the West and Cuba, also at 
Manila. Several years aco he married a 
Miss Gertrude Noyes of Utah, n distant 
relative. His wile accompanied him to 
Manila, but is now on her way home to 
this country. 

Capt. Noyes immediate family now re- 
side in Chicago, where he has a mother 
and a brother, William Stacey Noyes.

To tho Editor of tho Graphic:— 

Sometime ago, while attending a meet- 
ing of the hospital authorities, 1 saw a 
carriage driven tip to the entrance. The 
occupants were a very lovely lady and a 
little crippled boy. I thought he was her 
son, so careful was she of him, but a gen 
tleman by iny able whispered “That is 
Mrs. A, and the boy is a patient here. She 
has been taking him out for a drive.” 

"God bless her,” 1 said in my heart. 
“This is another evidence of the many I 
had heard of her willingness to share 
what site had with others. Nobody can be- 
grudge her the ownership of a carriage 
when it is put to such good uses.” 

It has occured to me that there are a 
grent many carriages in Newton that might 
be used occasionally in the same way if 
the people who own them knew just how 
to do it. Thete are almost always some 
convalescents at tiie Hospital who would 
greatly enjoy a ride, and be much bene- 
fltted by It. Some persons who reud this 
may remember the eagerness with which 
they watched the clouds when the Doctor 
said, “You have been >n your room long 
enough now, if tomorrow is a bright day 
you can ride out for an hour.” You can 
never forget that first ride after the long 
period of illness and lassitude ut home. 
Think what such a ride would be toothers. 
Better than medicine? Yes, much better, 
now that they havo got over the ailments 
which prostrated them and need only sun- 
shine, fresh air, and a good appetite. 

The best time to call with u carriage or 
to send a driver with one is anywhere from 
half past three to five on clear afternoons , 
An hours easy drive say from 4 to 5 or from 
5 to (5 is enough for the averuge convale- 
scent. Perhaps some could not ride longer 
than half an hour, and now und then one 
could be better if a nurse went along. 

By the way some of the nurses them- 
selves, when off duty, would greatly enjoy 
rides these pleasant afternoons. Occasion- 
ally some gratefui patient in whose home a 
nurse has ministered shows appreciation 
by coming to the hospitul to extend some 
courtesy, and it takes the form, now und 
then, of an invita ion to ride. 

Now that 1 have called the attention of 
our Newton people to this fine opportunity 
for doing good I am oppressed with the 
fear that so many people will want to send 
their carriages to give the convalescents 
rides flint the matron will not have enough 
patients to go around. Perhaps it would 
tie well, then, to telephone tiie hospital 
about noon any clear day to know whether 
the carriage could be sent up at 4. 

People who do not keep carriages are re- 
minded that the electric cars pass in front 
of the hospital, and that some of the con- 
valescents could g'» that way. The matrou 
would be giud to receive contributions for 
car rides.

LIGHTS FOR BIRDS’ NESTS. 

Some f'nrhitiH IlnliltM Prnetleccl In 
(tie XV or 1 <1 of Sonailum, 

Many birds suspend their nests from 
the branches of trees, one of the most 
curious nests of that kind being that 
of the baya bird of India. It is hung 
from the branch, with Its opening at 
tin? bottom, and hangs like an Inverted 
bottle, secure from the approach of 
tree suakes and other reptiles. The 
most curious thing about the baya 
bird is that it is said to light up it-s 
nest by sticking fireflies on Its sides 
with clay ur soft mud. There seems *to 
be little doubt of the fact. 

Ilr. Buchanan says: “At night each 
of tlie habitations is lighted uj> by a 
firefly stuck iu the top with n piece of 
clay. The nest consists of two rooms. 
Sometimes there are three or four fire- 
flies. and their blaze in the little cells 
dazzles the eyes of the Unis, which of- 
ten destroy the young of these birds.” 

Petd taps other animals jure soured off 
•by the Lay a bird’s electric light, since 
a writer in Nature records this curi- 
ous observation: “I have l>eou informed 
<on safe authority that the Indian bot- 
tle bird protects Li.s nest al Right by 
sticking several of these glow beetles 
c round tin* entrance by menus of clay, 
and only a few days back nu intimate 
friend of my own was watching three 
rets on a roof rafter of Ills bungalow.

Dr. White is a specialist 
on nervous diseases nnd In a mild 
hut emphatic manner scores Ids pro- 
fessional brethren for their free admin- 
istration of narcotics. lie denounces 
the practice os unnecessarily taxing 
on the disorganized systems of iiisom- 
nln patients In many cases, in his 
own experience ho hns found n simple 
method adequate without weakening 
after effects likely to produce Increas- 
ed symptoms. 

“Through a study based on the liws 
of physiology in human anatomy ex- 
truding over n period of a dozen or 
more years I linve learned that under 
certain physical mnleonditlons.” said 
the physician, “the subject may he 
given relief by assuming positions at 
rest that will from the ease afforded 
the affected parts serve ns a natural 
somnolent agency. It will be rendily 
understood that a constrained position 
I will tend to prevent natural repose, 
j while a comfortable oue will woo it. 

! But what may iu most cases seem to 
j he a position of ease may in reality be 
! the reverse. 

| ‘‘For Instance, a dyspeptic will rest 
( more easily lying on the right side for 
; t lie simple reason that in that position 
the food naturally gravitates out of the 
stomach and into the Intestines, while 
, If lying on the opposite side that or-

I form an uphill process of digestion, 
j This Is amply sufficient to produce In- 
. somnia. 

| “Lying flat on the hack, with the 
limbs relaxed, would seem to secure 
j the greatest amount of rest for tiie 
j muscular system, whether in good 
health or illness. Such is the position 
advocated by physicians generally in 
the most exhausting diseases, and It 
Is hailed ns a sign of rapid recovery 
when a patient exhibits an inclination 
to turn on either side. But at the same 
time there are several disad vantages 
in the supine posture which impair or 
embarrass sleep, whether in case of 
severe illness or ordinary health. Thus 
iu weakly states of tiie heart or blood 
vessels and certain morbid conditions 
of the brain t lie blood seems to gravi- 
tate to the bnck of the head and to ac- 
cordingly produce troublesome dreams. 
I believe that much of that weaken- 
ing delirium which the physician lias 
to contend with in treating serious 
maladies is ofteu occasioned in this 
way. 

“In persons who habitually stoop in 
their gait or work, either ns a result 
of the requirements of their occupa- 
tion or from t lie course of their physi- 
cal development, there must necessari- 
ly be some distress consequent in 
straightening tiie spine. It may not 
be sufficient to cause pain nnd yet be 
such a strain as to prevent perfect 
ease. The result Is unconscious rest- 
lessness, whlbh is the producer of in- 
somnia. 

“People who have contracted chests 
cannot sleep well lying ‘ upon their 
backs. This rule applies especially to 
those who linve suffered with pleurisy 
nnd retain adhesions of the luug.s. They 
will find it easier to get to sleep upon 
the right side nnd that their somnolent 
rest will do them more good if they 
observe this advice. Furthermore, the 
habit of lying on the back is the cre- 
ator of snoring, which much belabors 
sleep and prevents the subject from 
receiving the full benefit -of its recuper- 
ating effects. 

“Ills desirable, therefore, iu all cases 
to lie on the side, aud iu the absence of 
special diseases rendering It more de- 
sirable to lie on the weak side, which 
leaves the strong lung free to expand, 
the right side should be chosen. A 
glance at any plate of tiie visceral 
anatomy will show that when the body 
Is tints placed «lu* food iu the process 
of dlgestiou is greatly aided in its 
passage from the stomach into the in- 
testines. Here the principle of gravi- 
tation directly applies. Then t lie fact 
that the stomach doesn’t compress the 
upper portion of the Intestines is still 
another advantage to l»r gained from 
lying on the right side when sleep 
wooing ease to the entire human mech- 
anism iis under serious consideration. 

“In conclusion. I wish to refer to 
some injurious •eccentricities, or fads, 
iu sleeping which 1 have observed A 
wealthy woman once came to me for 
treatment for lm«l dr cuius of the or- 
der commonly called nightmare. Up- 
on makLng inquiry 1 discovered that 
she was iu tiie Ira hit of lying at rest 
with her arms thrown up over bet- 
head, a position greatly to be deprecat- 
ed, although It will induce sleep iu per- 
sons who have weak lungs. The cir- 
culation is thereby made stronger Iu 
tiie extremities, and the head aud neck 
and muscles of the chest arc drawn 
up and relaxed by the shoulders."— 
IMiiladelphta Times.

TIIE ENDOWMENT OF THE 

nosriTAL. 

It will bo very gratifying to the friends 
of the Newton Hospital to know that the 
Endowment Fund has grown until it 
amounts now to about $05,000. This is a 
very respectable sum when it is considered 
that no special effort has been made until 
mw to increase It. 

Recently the Trustees have sent out a 
circular to persons of means in our city 
asking them to run the Fund up to $150,000 
or even $200,000. In the judgmeut of the 
Trustees the Hospital has only about one- 
third of what it needs to ensure its per- 
nunency aud to provide for its future ex 
pansion. 

It is hoped there will always be generous 
people who will contribute to meet the 
current expenses of such an institution, but 
an endowment fund is like a reservoir. It 
is the storing up of rupplies so that the 
institution may never be put in peril, or be 
subjected to the necessity of begging iu the 
streets. 

Judging from the lengthening list of 
contributors to this Fund persons of means 
in our city have confidence in the institu- 
tion. It has won their confidence by its 
good work, an 1 the number and extent of 
their gifts and bequests virtually constitute 
an appeal to other persons of means to see 
that the Hospital has enough. It is no 
longer an experiment, but a well estab- 
lished, useful institution, with all of its 
affairs under the best of management. A 
man who has money to give outright now, 
or by bequest iu his Will after a while, can 
be sure that what he does for the Hospital 
is well done and that hi* money will be 
carefully used, uud the income applied to 
the relief of suffering. 

It has been said that in some circles it is 
not ousidered geuteel to make a Will and 
liave nothing to Harvard College. Perhaps 
the time is near whoa people of means iu 
Newton will remember the Hospital In their 
Wills as a matter of course, or, better still, 
when they will be sending their checks f >r 
the Endowment Fjndrig.it along, not wait 
lng to die to do good, but resolved to do all 
they can while they have life and strength. 

It is well to remember that the Treasurer 
of the corporation is Mr. George h. Bulleos, 
Waverley avenue, Newton, and that the 
corporate title is “The Newton Hospital, 
a corporation established Jan. 11 , isxi.” 


Tin: Legislature has adjourned, alter all. 
aud its record is made up. After its 
startling changes of votes on important 
matters, its dawdling through all the first 
part of the session, its crowding uil the im- 
portant business into the last two weeks, 
when there was not time to properly dis- 
cn s it aud its general demoralization, 
one would have thought the usual mock 
session would have been dispensed with, as 
too suggestive of its regular sessions. But 
the affair was held with an attempt at the 
u>ual hilarity, aud congratulation* were 
showered upon euch other by the members, 
who told how wise and hurdwoi king they 
had been and so on. They w ill not hem- 


done in this case. The oity wanted $35,- 
000 for the new contagious wards at the 
Hospital, and as there was money enough 
In the sinking fund, that department took 
the note at 3 per cent. To clnim that the 
olty was a great gainer by the transaction 
would be merely to show that one depart- 
ment gained nt the expense of another. 
The paper referred too stated that Boston 
had to pay 4 pei cent, while this transac- 
tion showed that Newton could get money 
for three, nnd that with one exception It 
was the only case on record where a oity 
had got a loan at snob a low rate. Per- 
haps other cities do not have any spaie 
money in their sinking funds, for which 
there is no better Investment. 


The new line of electrics from Newton 
to the Marine Park at South Boston by 
way of the Back Bay stations is said to be 
coming, the Boston Elevated having de- 
cided to grant the request of Newton peo- 
ple. Thus Newton peopli can go direct to 
the salt water and enjoy the sea breezes for 
one fare. The Elevated secures a largo 
revenue from Newton and therefore It can 
afford to be very obliging In the way of 
extra cars especially when they will add to 
the already large revenue of the road. 
With all these new linos of electrics and 
new railway locations Newton is fast get- 
ting all needed accommodations In the way 
of street cars. Such weather as we have 
had this week would be a favorable time 
for the railway companies to ask for new 
locations, as every citizen would favor 
having the cars run right past his door, so 
that he might be saved all trouble In get- 
ting to and from his business ami the 
stores. 

The census requirements of manufac- 
turers and business men are about as ab- 
surd and inquisitorial as they could be 
made, and to conform to them exactly 
would require a special bookkeeper all the 
time from one census to another. How- 
ever there is a saving clause and the victim 
only has to answer them to the best of his 
knowledge nnd belief. Just what useful 
purpose all thi 3 detail serves, except to 
furnish places for an army of ofllce hold- 
ers, does not appear, but under our pecu- 
liar system of politics, that is the chief 
consideration. How could all the bosses 
from Hanna down retuin their power If 
they did uot have a large amount of spoils 
to distribute, ami appointees to assess dur- 
ing a campaign? 


Prostrated by the Heat. 

There was great excitement at the New. 
ton telephone exchange, Wednesdays wing 
to several of the young lady operators be- 
ing overcome by the heat. The exchange 
is in the second story of the block with a 
Hat roof overhead, and it fronts the 
east, without blinds or awnings to pro 
tect it from the sun. The heat was some- 
thing terrific, and it was proDably about 
the warmest place in Newton The young 
ladies were attended by a physician, and 
have fully recovered from the effects, but 
it is hoped that the telephone company 
will see the necessity of providing awnings 
for the window, us there is still a long 
stretch of summer to come. Patrons ot 
the office in making calls should make 
some allowance in this torrid weather if 
their calls are not utteuded to us promptly 
as iu cooler weather.

The stoves of the Bo! I vitro Indin ns 
ore etirlous things. A hole Is dog In 
the ground About 18 Inches deep nnd a 
foot square, and over this .Is built a 
roof of cln.v with holes of different 
•lees to receive the various cooking 
pots, lionsting is done on spits pass- 
ed through the holes, so that the meat 
comes out very much smoked unless 
great caiv Is tnken to have only live 
coals at the bottom of the oven. 

The national dish nnd the common 
food of the masses Is “cliupe.” a sort 
of first cousin to the Irish stew. It is 
a conglomerate, composed of Irregular 
constituents from the animal nnd vege- 
table kingdoms, a mess of mutton ami 
•such other meats ns are available; 
chicken, fish, fruits, potatoes, carrots, 
barley, corn. rice, onions, yams, etc., 
chopped up. highly seasoned with pep- 
pers and herbs nnd stewed to a •con- 
sistency of porridge. What happens 
to be left from one meal simmers in 
the pot until the next. If the fire goes 
out. the “cliupe” Is allowed to cool, 
but It Is warmed up again nnd a new 
supply of the ingredients added to the 
water logged nnd greasy stuff for the 
nesrt meal. 

In the cities, at the hotels nnd res- 
taurants where there are French or 
Swiss cooks, the '‘cinqs?** Is savory and 
palatable, but the farther you go from 
the centers of civilization the worse it 
gets. One ents it nt first under pro- 
test, then from necessity and only to 
escape starvation, but finally the stom- 
ach rebels, nnd you limit your diet to 
boiled eggs nnd fruit, which are usual- 
ly to be obtained, but the experienced 
traveler always takes canned meat and 
bread with him.— Sucre (Bolivia) Let- 
ter to Chicago Record. 


STREET PARADE FLOATS. 

Many Difficult Problems to He Met In 
Their Construction. 

“The making of decorative street 
floats is a difficult trade,” said a New 
Orleans scenic artist who has had 
plenty of experience in the line he men- 
tioned. “There are so many things 
to be considered. For instance, n float 
must look well both near and far. It 
must be able to stand a dash of rain. 
It must be light enough to go over any 
kind of street nnd solid enough to re- 
sist a gust of wind, and. most impor- 
tant of all. it must be so constructed 
that it will appear all right to folks in 
upper windows. 

“Some years ago a young designer 
from the north made several small 
models for tableau ears that charmed 
everybody who looked nt them. They 
were certainly very beautiful and nov- 
el. but when I was called in ns an ex- 
pert 1 said at once that they wouldn’t 
do. They were designed to be viewed 
from the banquette ouly. and from a 
second story window every particle of 
effect would have been lost. More- 
over, a lot of hidden mechanism was 
certain to he discovered at any eleva- 
tion above 13 feet. 

£*-**Tlie young artist frankly admitted 
I was right nnd abandoned the job. 
lie said it involved entirely too many 
optical problems to suit him. When I 
make my drawings for a float, I cal- 
culate on a visual sweep of 30 de- 
grees. That goes from the level of 
children ou the pavement to people 
looking almtfkt straight down from the 
upper floors of tall buildings.

”1 nm n firm believer lu Chrlstlnnl- 
ty." remarked Hilson, who hns made n 
million or so In the Swnmp during the 
Inst few years, “but I take exception 
to thnt statement. When It comes to 
helping n fellow who Is down, it’s 
about nn even toss between n Chris- 
tint) nml nn Infidel. You doubt It V” he 
continued ns he snw old Pnrmesnn 
slmke his bond. “Well, to prove whnt 
I sny 1 will give you nn episode lu my 
own life. 1 came to New York in 1873 
with no cnpltnl but a country made 
suit of clothes nnd n common school 
education. I wns n lank looking young 
fellow, with ‘hayseed’ written all over 
me; but, like many another rnw coun- 
try Ind, I wns irresistibly attracted to 
the city, where 1 soon expected to 
strike the combination thnt would lend 
to fortune and fnme. But before long 
my main thought was to keep from 
starving. I could get no work, nml no- 
body would listen to me when I asked 
for it. 1 tried to keep up my courage, 
but In my heart 1 would hnve given 
anything to be bnck ou the old farm 
ngniu. 

"Well, one day I grew especially des- 
pernte. The papers were full of the 
triumphant success of ‘Billy, the Con- 
verted Bum,* who was holding revivals 
all over tho country. And I naked my- 
self why I, n clean, decent young fel- 
low, who had never been a ‘bum,’ 
should be allowed to starve, while 
‘Billy* was living ou the fat of the 
land. At first the wild thought came 
into my head to start out myself on a 
career of cr— I mean of revivalism un- 
der the name of ‘Charley, the Con- 
verted • Boy Fiend,’ and rake in tho 
shekels like ‘Billy.* But somehow 1 
felt I couldn’t get down as low as that. 
A brilliant thought struck me, how- 
ever. I would state the whole thing iu 
an advertisement, more to relieve my 
feelings than with any hope of getting 
nn answer. 

“So I scraped enough money together 
to insert the following lu one of the 
papers: ‘If I were a drunken “bum” 
just taken out of the gutter, scores of 
kind religious people would stretch 
out a hand to help me. But ns 1 am 
only a decent nnd self respecting young 
man, with no vices or bad habits, 1 am 
without work nnd starving In this 
great, cruel city.* And I added my 
initials nnd address. 

“The next day I called to see If there 
might possibly be an answer nnd got 
two. The first one I opened read as 
follows: ‘I wns touched by your 
strange advertisement, as 1 myself was 
once in the same position. 1 found help 
through a noble Christian man. nnd if 
you will call and see me I will prove 
to you thnt there is a Christian who is 
able nnd willing to help you if you nre 
worthy. Ask to see me personally, ns 
I am sorry to sny my partner Is an In- 
fidel, and, though a good man, he 
might not be disposed to look nt your 
case so kindly.’ 

“My heart Jumped with joy on read- 
ing this kind letter, nml for a little 
while I forgot the other one. But I 
soou opened It nud rend ns follows: ‘I 
was deeply stirred by the undertone 
of despair in your advertisement, us I 
wns once as friendless as you are. 1 
found a start in life through a noble 
man who, like myself, was an unbe- 
liever. And if you will call nnd see 
me I will prove to you thnt there Is an 
unbeliever who is both able nml will- 
ing to give you a start iu life If you 
are worthy. Ask to see me personally, 
ns tuy partner Is a Christian, ami, 
though u good man, lie might not be 
disposed to look on your case kindly.' 

“Wonderful coincidence, wasn’t It? 
But the most wonderful part of the 
story is yet to be told. These two men 
were partners. Each one of them was 
trying to do a good deed without tho 
knowledge of the other. 

“The end of the story? Well, that 
wns interesting and remarkable too. 
After trying iu vain to decide to which 
of these two gentlemen 1 should make 
myself known I determined to see 
them together and read the two letters 
to them. I did so, nnd you ought to 
have seen the look of blank surprise 
that came over the faces of both men 
as they learned that, though differing 
so widely In creed, they were nt one In 
acknowledging the religion of huumui- 
ty. They were silent for a few mo- 
ments. and then the Christian, with 
tears in Ills eyes, grasped tin 1 hand of 
his pnrtner and said: 

"'Brother. I have wronged you. for I 
have learned that, without knowing it.

FOUND DEAD IN WOODS. 


A YOUNG I.ADY DIKS FROM KM 
CHLOROFOfUt. 


About 3 o’clock, Tuesday afternoon, the 
twd y of Miss Kdith B. Drury, one of the 
District Association muses was found in 
<he woods near the village of Kliot. A 
■chloroform bottle was held by one hand 
directly beneath her nostrils, and it is 
supposed that death was due to this cause. 

Appearances did not indicate suicide. 

"Very few are Inclined to Rive such a theory 
credence. It is not suspected thnt she met 
foul play, but rather that her death was 
the result of an overdose of chloroform, 
administered by herself, but without sui- 
cidal intent. 

Miss Drury had been in Newton High- 
lands only a few months. She was in 
charge of the district nursing association’s 
work there and was looked upon as effi- 
cient and capable. 

She was graduated as a professional 
iiurse from the training school connected 
nvith the Lowell hospital. In that city 
she had many friends and her coming to 
Newton was much regretted by them. 

Newtou offered her a wider field, and Beware 
there appeared to her a gratification of her j 
ambition to extend her field of usefulness 


The State Highway Commission. 

Dr. Thomas C. Mendenhall, president of 
the Worcester polytechnic Institute, pro 
poses to resign his position as chairman of 
the state highway commission, lie is 
moved to this action by the law passed at 
the recent session of the Legislature, which I 
requires members of the board to devote j 
their time to the duties of the commission. 
The other members of the hoard are Chas. j 
\V Ross, street commissioner of Newton, ! 
ami William E. M cOlin lock of Chelsea, a 
consulting engineer. These men are paid 
$'2000 a year, and no one of them gives the 
state his full time. The law now provides 
that the chairman of the board must be a 
civil engineer, who is to be paid $3000 a 
year, and the other two commissioners are 
to receive $2500 apiece. The bill as origi- 
nally presented called for the members 
’’entite'’ time. After considerable debate 
in t tie Senate, the word “entire” was 
stricken out, so that the law now reads that 
members of the board must give their time 
to the state - which would appear to amount 
to about the same thing. Dr. Mendenhall 
is rather glad to get off the highway com- 
mission, ns he tried to resign about a year 
ago. It remains to be seen whether Gov- 
ernor Crane can get the right sort of men 
at $3000 and $2300 a year, though it would 
seem as if good roadmakers could be i ad at 
these figures— Springfield Republican.

Drury went to the home on Harrison 
street, Eliot, of Miss Chisholm, who Is also 
n nurse. O.lier nurses boarded with Miss 
Chisholm, among them Miss Amelia Hayes, 
who was a friend and confidant of Miss 

.Miss Drury was always faithful in her 
work, and when opportunities for recrea- 
tion came she took great pleasure in wan- 
dering among the woods a short distance 
from the home of Miss Chisholm. Often 
she sought the companionship of other 
nurses, but frequently went alone, remark- 
ing that she enjoyed the solitude. The 
spot in the woods where her body was 
found had been long regarded by her as 
particularly inviting. 

It was about 2.15 Monday afternoon that 
M iss Drury left her lodgings. Her manner 
indicated high spirits and she chatted 
gayly with her friends as she left the 
hou«e. Several whom she knew passed 
her in Newton Highlands square a shoit 
time after. So far as known this is the 
last time she was seen alive. 

There was some comment among the 
other nurses when Miss Drury failed to 
return Monday evening, but it was agreed 
that she had been hastily summoned to 
some ease requiring her immediate per- 
sonal attention. Thus satisfied in their 
own minds her friends retired without 
further inquiry. 

It was early Tuesday* morning that 
thoughts of her whereabouts and safety 
came again to their minds. Severul per- 
sons of whom they inquired in the vicinity 
of the square of New ton Highlands and 
the Eliot station declared they had uot 
seen Miss Drury since Monday afternoon. 

rOLICE FINALLY NOTIFIED. 

It was early Tuesday afternoon that Miss 
Drury’s friends invoked the aid of the 
police. Inspector Fletcher, who was de- 
tailed, was told that Miss Drury might 
have gone into the woods in the vicinity of 
the Sudbury aqueduct. Acting upon this 
suggestion, Fletcher, who is a resident of 
Eliot, started into the woods, where Miss 
Drury was known to wander. Reluctantly 
Miss Chisholm and Miss Hayes joined him. 
There were only the three searchers. 

At the outskirts of the woods the trio 
separated, the inspector taking one course 
an lithe nurses aunti e*, directly opposite. 
It was the latter two that came upon Miss 
Drury’s body. 'I' hey had gone but a short 
distance, w lien the inspector heard them 
scream. He hastened tow ard the place he 
supposed them to be and met them running 
toward him. 

“We have found her,” said Miss Chis- 
holm, “but she is dead.” 

With assistance Inspecto- Fletcher 
carried Mi.-s Drury’s body to her home on 
Harrison street. Later -Medical Examiner 
Meude viewed it. 

It was evident that the body had lain in 
the woods nearly 24 hours. The theory 
was at first that *Miss Drury might have 
been overcome by the heat. The chloro- 
form vial led to the adoption, however, ol 
the more reasonable theory. 

SOMETIMES USED ETUEIt. 

Miss Drury, so the police were informed, 
had contracted a habit, which was consid- 
ered harmless enough in itself, of inhaling 
ether to produce sleep. That she had been 
known to u e these means when seeking 
relief from an overworked condition was 
also told the police. 

j'he friends of Miss Drury aflirm, and 
the police are not the least inclined to take 
issue with them on the subject, that she 
carried the chloroform to the woods with 
her that sleep might be more readily forth- 
coming. Nothing is known by the police 
or others in tiiis city that gives any ground 
for disputing what Miss Drury’s friends 
give as their theory. 

Miss Drury came originally from West- 
inins er, where her parents now leside, 
-diD was 2.I years old and much devoted to 
lor father and mother. There are no rela- 
tive of the young wonmu in this city.

Tlio connect Ion between the nurom, 
stin spots nnd mngnctlc (llatuPbances 
lins never been explained, lint many 
olisorvnllons linvo shown flint It def- 
initely exists. The outbreak of n cy- 
clonic storm on the snn with the for- 
mation of spots Is Immediately regis- 
tered In every tnnprnetle observntory 
on the onrtli. Sometimes the disturb- 
ance of terrestrial conditions Is very 
marked. 

For example, on Feb. 13. 1802. n 
great Spot, nceompnnlcd by enormous 
cyclonic disturbances, hurst forth on 
the sun’s surface. That night a mng- 
nifleent aurora was visible all over the 
northern half of the United States and 
In many parts of Europe. Telegraph- 
ing was carried on between New York 
nnd Albnny without batteries, so strong 
were the earth currents. The tele- 
graph system of Sweden was com- 
pletely paralysed, nnd In Russia much 
difficulty was experienced with the tel- 
egrnph lines. At the Kew observatory 
In England the magnetic needle swung 
two degrees out of Its normal position. 

All this lins furnished physicists nnd 
astronomers a fruitful Held for study, 
nnd n vast mass of observations has 
been accumulated, but so far no satis- 
factory explanation of the mysterious 
bond of sympathy between solar nnd 
terrestrial Influences lias been forth- 
coming. nor does any one yet know the 
true nature of the aurora.

from Alabama, told of n trial iu which 
Burr appeared for the defense of a 
man charged with murder. My recol- 
lection Is t lint tiie trial was in the 
southwest. 

“When Burr addressed the Jury. It 
was night. The guilty man was in the 
room. lie hud been the principal wit- 
ness for the prosecution, but Burr had 
learned that tills witness was the as- 
sassin. and in closing his address for 
his client he picked up two lighted 
candles from the table, nnd. holding 
them in the face of the witness refer- 
red to, he exclaimed: ’Gentlemen of 
tho Jury, there is nnttire's verdict. Now 
write yours.’ At that moment the wit- 
ness fled from tiie room. After Clem- 
ens told tills story he wrote n his- 
torical novel called The Rivals; or. The 
Times of Hamilton nnd Burr.’ In that 
book he \gove the incident into one of 
the chapters. The book is out of print 
and has been for ninny years. But It 
had a great sale, particularly In the 
south, before the civil war. for Clem- 
ens was a typical southern orator nnd 
ft man of wonderful personal mng- 
[ netism. Tiie object of tiie novel was 
| to make Burr a hero aud to besmirch 
Hamilton’s character. 

I “In one chapter where Burr was high 
j in the esteem of Washington the Intter 
j is represented ns rending a letter from 
Hamilton in which Hamilton detailed 
I some scandalous gossip about Burr. 
Burr was standing behind Washington 
during the rending of the letter. Wash- 
ington, incensed at the contents of the 
letter, turned quickly nnd saw Burr, to 
whom he said. ‘How dare you rend my 
letter over my shoulder?’ Burr, as 
I Clemens represents, stung to the quick. 

1 drew himself up and replied with all 
tho hauteur of Ids nature, ’When your 
! majesty addresses such an inquiry to 
tne in tiie manner you have, the only 
; reply decency can prompt is, Aaron 
Burr dares to do anything.’ Tills. Clem- 
ons avers, was tiie cause of tiie break 
between Washington nnd Burr."— New 
York Sun.

THE QUESTION OF LOCALITY. 


The Brookline Suburban does not re- 
gard the question of locality as having any 
weight or importance in the selection of a 
Republican candidate for congress in this 
district. It says that a congressman repre- 
sents the entire district, and not the locali- 
ty in which he may happen to live, and for 
that reason the locality argument made by 
the Graphic is of no avail. 

We are not quite ready to believe that 
our esteemed contemporary is really ser- 
ious and sincere in this contention. It is 
absolutely contrary to all usage and pre- 
cedent In Massachusetts politics during the 
entire period of the existence of political 
parties,— and it is also in direct violation of 
the usages that prevail in every state of the 
Uuion. If the Suburban is correct, there 
can be no objection to selecting all our gov- 
ernors from one city and town, inasmuch 
as they represent all the people of the state 
and not aloue the people of the municipal- 
ity in which they reside. But neverthe- 
less it Is a well-established custom whhh 
has existed for generations in both the 
Republican and Democratic conventions to 
select the nominee for governor from one 
section of the Commonwealth and the 
nominee for lieutenant-governor from 
another section. Governor Crane resides 
ir Berkshire County, and Lieutenant-Gov- 
ernor Bates in Suffolk County, and the 
other state officers are selected from differ- 
ent parts of the state, with a view to giving 
every section of the state a fair and just 
representation on the state ticket. If the 
Suburban is correct, there is not the slight- 
est objection to selecting the governor, the 
lieutenant governor and all other state ofli- 
c»rs from Brookline, providing that town 
lias good men to fill the offices. 

The question of locality has always beeu 
a most potent factor in tho state conven- 
tions of both parties in detenuiuiug the 
selection of candidates. No county or sec- 
tion of the state can long be ignored in the 
matter of nominations, and there never has 
beeu in our Republican state conventions, 
even a disposition to ignore the locality 
argument. Suppose the Republican dele 
gitesof the City of Boston insisted upon 
huviug a Boston citizen for Governor year 
after year to the exclusion of the nomina- 
tion of any one from any other city or town 
in the Commonwealth, aud urged us an 
argument that Boston has a large number 
of men capable of performing the duties of 
that high office, and that inasmuch as the 
governor represented all the people outside 
Boston as well us those residing within, 
there ought to be no objection to the con- 
tinuous nomination of Boston men for gov- 
ernor; would such un argument be regarded 
us sound, or even us having uuy weight be- 
fore a convention of intelligent and fair- 
minded men? Aud yet this is exactly the 
posiiiou that the Brook liue press now 
lakes upon the question of the nomination 
of the congressional candidate the present 
year. Neither The .Suburban nor The 
Chronicle sees any impropriety in insisting 
upon the nomination ol u Brookline candi- 
date for congress after it bah been clearly 
shown that Brookline has had the nomina- 
tion more lliuii oue-half the time uuiiug 
tile past twenty years and Mid llesex Coun- 
ty has not received even u single nomina- 
tion during that entire period, and has 
withdrawn no less than three candidates 
in the interests of party harmony und ac- 
quiesced in the nomination going to Brook- 
line candidates. 

Now what we huve said of the locality 
argument in connection with the nomina- 
tion of stale officers, is equally tiue witli 
reference to the nomination of members of 
the stute senate und house of representa- 
tives. und also of members of congress. 
The selection of a member of the senate 
and of the house is very lurgely, aud in 
most cases, absolutely determined by the 
question of locality. It w as only a few years 
ujo when Brookline was insisting upon 
the nomination of one of her citizen* us u 
member of the senate from the second Nor- 
folk District aud claimed strenuously that 
it betouged to her by reason of locality, aud 
if we mistake not, the present Brookline 
candidate for congress won the nomina- 
tion on the locality argument. The only 
oilier senatorial district embruced entirely 
within the limits of this congressional dis- 
trict, is the Suffolk district, which is made 
up of the Boston Wards ‘ 21 . 'It aud 23. It 
has been the accepted rule in the Kepubli- 


•ach ward to hold the nomination for two 
years only,— the nomination going to Ward 
21, then to Ward 22 . then to Ward 23. i 
Ward 22 now has the senator, and this year 
by the acoepted rule of selection, it goes to 
Ward 23. Now, suppose Wards 21 and 22 
should enter Into a combination to hold the 
nomination between themselves to the ex- 
clusion of Ward 23, and should say to the 
voters of the latter ward, " You ought not 
o complain, the Senator represents the en- 
tire district and you are just as well repre- 
sented by the Senator being named from 
the other wards as though he were named 
from this ward ; " would such an attitude 
on the part of Wards 21 and 22 he satisfac- 
tory to the people of Ward 23:’ And yet it 
is exactl> the position of our Brookline 
neighbor, who sees no injustice In the 
present attempt to combine Norfolk Coun- 
ty with Suffolk County and nominate again 
n Brookline candidate to the exclusion of 
Middlesex County, which has not had even 
the honor of a single nomination during 
the past twenty years. 

We have many representative districts in 
Massachusetts made up of four, five or six 
towns where the same rule of location iu 
nomination prevails, and even to the ex- 
tent of allowing a candidate only one nomi- 
nation in order that no injustice may be 
done to the other towns in the district. 
The same rule has prevailed for genera- 
tions in the selection of congressional can- 
didates. Take, for instance, the fourth 
district, now represented by Congressman 
Weymouth, of Fitchburg, who declines the 
renominatiou. lie resides in the County 
of Worcester, and in the northern part of 
thedistriot; that county and that part of 
the district concede that the nomination 
belongs to the Southern part of the district, 
and there is now in progress a spirited 
content which is confined to candidates all 
living in the southern portions of the dis- 
trict, to wit: -Wellesley, Natiok, Waltham 
and Marlborough. In the Lawrence-Low- 
ell district, now represented acceptably by 
Congressman Knox, there is also a contest, 
the Republicans of Lowell claiming that 
Lawrence ought not to be permitted to hold 
the nomination longer, and that she ought 
t) yield it to her sister city Lowell; and 
this claim is made when there is no vacan- 
cy iu the district. 

Men like ex- Mayor Curtis of Boston, ex- 
Senator Cook of Milford, ex -Senator Darl- 
ing of Hyde Park, all recognized early in 
the canvass that the nomination this year 
ought by all the principles of equity be 
awarded to .Middlesex County, a#d with- 
drew their names from the contest and in 
favor of the Newton candidate. 

The Suburban says It ought not to be a 
question of locality, but rather a question 
of meu. This might be true if*there was 
any candidate from Brookline of such 
transcendent ability that he dwarfed all 
other men iu the district, so that iu Con- 
gress he would make such a name as ex 
Speaker Reed of Maine. Brookline has 
had a number of Congressmen at Wathiug- 
ton, but if they have been of such a charac 
ter, the fact has been skillfully concealed. 
They were good men, just like hundreds of 
others, but they did not make a national 
reputation. Hundreds of other men in the 
district would have done just us well. As 
for the present Brookline candidate, he is 
a good Republican, but even the Suburban 
will not claim that be is superior to the 
average Brookline candidate. 

Consequently the locality rule has very 
strong force against a Brookline candidate. 
The rest of the district would like a change 
They have united therefore on Mr. S L 
Powers, and the least that can be said of 
him is that lie is the equal in ability, char- 
acter and standing to any candidate Brook- 
line has presented. Even Brookline must 
concede this, aud outside of that town he is 
recognized as one of the most uble men in 
the district, und as an orator or debuter he 
surpasses any representative this district 
has had in many years. The opinion that 
Newton people have of him is shown by 
the fact that they have chosen him to about 
every office in the city aud the only reusou 
he has not held more offices, is because he 
refused to accept them. He has lived iu 
Newton for twenty years und has steadily 
grown in the estimation of the people, and 
has shown a broad-minded und progressive 
spirit that lias placed him ut the heud of 
social aud professional life iu Newton. 
Newton people are slow to take up with 
uew meu, but when a man shows himself 
worthy of confidence, they grant it un- 
•grudglngly, and Mr. Powers has steadily 
grown in popularity during his life in New- 
ton. Professionally he bus met with un- 
usual success, und the Republicans of 
Newton us well us the leading Republi- 
can of the district, have prevailed upon 
him to be u candidate, und have pledged 
him their support. There is but very lit- 
tle doubt that he will receive the nomina- 
tion. both because he is so well qualified 
for the position, and because the nomina- 
tion clearly beluiiys this year to Middle- 
sex County. 


for work when it is clone, and for goods in 
a reasonable time after they are delivered. 
Now and again we hear of men with small 
capital being actually driven out of busi- 
ness because of the exhaustion of their 
means. They have trusted out so much 
that they cannot renew their stock. They 
cannot collect what Is due them. 

Nearly every store keeper can show a 
list of delinquents who are behind in their 
payments. The strange thing is that these 
debtors seem to show no special mortifica- 
tion about being in debt. They expect that 
their creditors will get along somehow. 
Get along somehow? Ilow enn they get 
along? It is another illustration of re- 
quiring people to make bricks without 
straw. 

Few things would add moro to the happi- 
ness of any community than the general 
adoption of a plan of prompt payment for 
labor and for goods. It is not always or 
often that people cannot pay promptly, but 
they either do not realize its importance or 
let selfishness control them. 

One good rule is that people should go 
without the things which they aie not able 
to pay for. A poor woman said recently : 
*‘I feed my children on corn meal. I would 
give them something better if 1 could 
afford it, but this I can pay for, and many 
other things are beyond my reach. 1 am 
glad to get enough of this for them.” 

A man In a higher circle said: "1 would 
like to keep a horse ami carriage, but if I 
do 1 would be unable to pay my obligations 
as they come due, and so 1 walk or take 
the electrics.” 

Another said: “It would be much more 
agreeable to me to live in a house renting 
for § 1000 , but that is beyond my reach, and 
so I have taken a cottage at a rate far be- 
low that figure.” 

If one cannot afford a thing he should do 
without it. and this spirit actuating all 
classes would do away with mu oh of the 
needless suffering which we deplore.

M AKING BRICKS WITHOUT STRAW. 

! I» one of our Newton churches last Sun- 
day night the speaker called attention to 
the needless hardships of some luborers. 

| He itistunced the low wages received by 
certaRi kinds of working people. They 
are paid so little thut the wonder is how 
they manage to keep soul und body to- 
gether, aud yet they are expected not only 
to do thut but be virtuous aud genteel, 
lie told the story of a sewing woman who 
debated whether her strength was sufficient 
to enable her to work all night us well as 
all day, and w hether w hat she earned by 
tl xtra boon at nigbi would paj lot 

; cuuJles and fire wood. 

While nearly all kinds of labor are now 
fairly well lemuneiated there ure some 
lines iu which competition reduces the pay 
to a scant figure. The question is whether 
i it is not bad morals to be over euger for 
cheapness. The pursuit of buiguius may 
1 be car ried too far. Can any one tuke much 
enjoyment from the product of unrequited 
I toil ? 

Another point made was that many 
laborers aud small dealers are compelled to 
I undergo much needless suffering by delay 
in pay ing them. They are expected to 
live und pay their own debts, but people 
upon whom tin y depend fail them. What 
ure they to do? Make bricks without 
straw ? 

I It is a blemish upon the life of the day 
that there is so much of this failing to pay 


Corwin Trading Co.’s Camp, 

Nome, Alaska, duly 7, 1900. 

From five to thirty-five thousand, that is 
what the census people say Nome has 
grown to in a month. It has been an aston- 
ishing thing to see and something which no 
Arctic sea beach ever saw since the world 
began. From the centre of the town a sea 
of tents stretches east and west springing 
like white waves of surf from the edge of 
the sea and throwing a spray of tents back 
on the wet tundra where few like to live 
because of tho mud and moisture. Fifty 
big steamers were at one time In the offing 
and discharged millions of dollarsworth of 
freight and thousands of passengers right 
on the ueach. Luckily the weather was 
nominally calm and no harm came to the 
people and but little to the freight. Wlmt 
might have happened in continued rough 
weather it is not pleasant to think of. 
Mining appliances, camping outfits and all 
sorts of goods still line the beach, although 
great efforts have been made to dear the 
sands. At this present writiug work has 
been begun on the creeks and hundreds of 
men are back among the hills, seeking new* 
ground, prospecting claims already estab- 
lished. and working for other men. The 
reports from almost all of these creeks is 
encouraging. Perhaps not all, but at least 
very many of the placer mines are rich and 
some are very rich indeed. The clean up 
on one claim on Anvil Cieek last week was 
§18,000 and there are a soore of good olaims 
on this one creek. 

It looks as if the prosperity of the coun 
try about Nome was a well established 
fact and likely to last. Great business 
blocks are going up iu the heart of the city 
on lots that people pay $ 2 o ,000 lor and 
sometimes more money. Office room iu 
these blocks lets at $50 per week and is 
source at that price. Indeed many profes 
sional men and business concerns have 
found it difficult to find a favorable location 
at any price. Iu spite of the great amount 
of goons landed the Influx of people has 
been so gseut that t' e nrices have held 
good. Lumber sells at §150 per thousand, 
coal SOU a ton. Hour §12 u barrel and oii §1 
a gallon. Due pays 50 cents a garment for 
ills washing and St oo a shave, while a bath 
down town costs $1.50. 

With tiie prosperity of the camp that of 
the Corwiu Trading Co. has more than 
kept pace. The large amount of goods ob- 
tained trom the wrecked Catherine Sudden 
of which 1 wrote in my last have been sold 
at the most excellent figures as well as the 
goods brought in on the Corwiu, and thut 
vessel has just returned from a second suc- 
cessful trading trip to the bleak shores of 
Siberia where trade witli the nutives lias 
been very satisfactory. A lurge amount of 
furs, native boots mid garments, reindeer 
skins and other goods were thus obtained 
and sell well here at home. 1 went on this 
second trip of the Corwiu and found the 
shores of Siberia a very interesting place. 
Ice still tills the bay and lines the rough 
headlands there und iu some places was 50 
or 00 feet in thickness. Here we saw greut 
herds of walrus and ivory tusks were ob- 
tained from the unwieldy monsters. The 
hide of these animals is used in many 
manufactures of the natives. One of the 
articles made from walrus hide is the sole 
of tiie native boot, or mukuluk, the sole 
being cut from a single piece and chewed 
into shape by tiie women. Tiie teeth of 
some of these women ure woru nearly to 
the gum by tiie constant making of muku- 
luk soles, and tiie sight of the operation is 
un interesting but unsuvory one. The boot 
tops ate made from the skin of tlm hair 
seal. tanned lor the summer boots but left 
with the fur on lor winter. These boots 
are u favorite foot gear in Nome and we 
bi ought back muny hundred pair. 

They ure not shapely or handsome but 
are very easy on tiie foot and ure worn w ith 
u handful of straw or dried grass in the 
bottom. For walking in tiie beach sand or 
on the spongy tundra they ure unexcelled. 
Fur great coats or “parkees” made of rein 
deer .skins or of the skill of the arctic squir- 
I red ure also much iu favor und we have 
many of these. Muk-u-luks und parkees 
are getting to be a favorite costume of tiie 
members of tiie Corwin 'Trading Company 
ami they should be seen thus ullired to he 
appreciated. 

'The company lias already begun work on 
its mining ventures. At its claim on Twin 
Mountain Creek, a tributary to Boulder iu 
tiie richest district here, tin* output of gold 
has a ready begun although tiie work lias 
not jet reached bed rock und gold may he 
fouud with a pan anywhere on tiie claim. 
When tiie sluices ure well established and 
development work is u little further uloug 
we exiiect phenomenal results from this 
ground. 'Twin Mountain is about twelve 
miles buck in tiie hills und is reached by 
boat ulong tiie shallow .Snake River or by 
pack train. A t ruin of five of our puck 
lmi ses has just left camp heavily laden with 
supplies for IhD outpost. Dow o the coast 
sMue sixty miles to the eastward, at Bluff 
City near Topkuk, the Company has ulso 
established u sluicing plant in Ihe rich 
beach diggings ut thut pluce. Here tiie 
first clean up ufter a ihiity hours run of 
tiie sluices gave returns of six hundred 
dollars in bright gold. 

'Tiie Corwin leaves iu a day or so for the 
coalmines which ure one of the brightest 
propositions we now haveoubuud. And 
thus the work of the corporation is being 
pushed iu muny directions, carefully 
planned, and though the seuson is not more 
then begun, so fur has been successful be- 
yond anticipation. All ure well and tiie 
northern climate seems to ugree well w ith 
us all. Of our further adventures und with 
what success tiey meet I will write iu 
au other letter.

"Judge not, that je be not jodged.” 
Matt. 7:1. 

There are some things which this text 
does not mean. 

.lesns did not mean to tell his disciples or 
tn teach us that we are to hold no standard 
of right and wrong, according to which nil 
Judgment must necessarily be pronounced. 

» >n the other baud, the Master himself held 
the highest and most exacting standard, 
and he insisted upon bringing it forward ns 
the rule by whioh men were to be tested) 

The religion which .lesus inspired is a 
religion of ideals which must be applied to 
life, nnd it is impossible to separate the 
ethics of Jesus from his religion. The 
two are not Identical. Conduct grows out 
of faith. It is faith that inspires conduct. 
Hence the two are inseparable. The 
moral standard of the Christian church 
will be ns high ns its faith is deep nnd pure 
T he more perfect the conduct, the deeper 
the Christian’s faith will grow. 

And Jesus did not mean that we are 
never to judge either ourselves or others 
according to the way In which we measure 
up to the moral standard which we hold. 

W e must do this. Jesus did so constantly. 

He approved cue man and he censured an- 
other according as the life of each squared 
itself to the requirements of his religious 
i leal. The Pharisees and the deceivers 
came in lor their just part in bis scorn ntul 
reproach. Jesus was a judge. He held a 
standard and lie estimated the worth of 
other men ncoordiug to that standard. 
This is right. There are certain safe- 
guards whioh society has thrown about it- 
self, and we announce with eminent justice 
to nil the world that the way of the trans- 
gressor is hard. The man w ho leads a disso- 
lute life, and the woman who degrades her 
honor, must meet the heavy ban of society, 
and it is right that they should. Only this 
is to be said regarding human judgments: 
every sinner who wants to be better should 
be given a chance; and every one should be 
treated with even justice, irrespective of 
wealth, social position, or the induence of 
friends. Justice for all and un even chauce 
for each is a watchword that we need con- 
stantly to keep before us. 

The text therefore does not mean, either 
that we are to have no moral standard, or 
that we are to make no strenuous effort to 
apply that standard to our own conduct or 
to the lives of others. 

What, then, does the text meau? 

Jesus has been aiming his teaching 
directly at the Pharisees, and lie has jnst 
spoken about the superficial character of 
their religion. Now he turns to another 
phase of it, and touches the critical, cen- 
sorious nature of their practice. If we put 
the text into another form, accurately 
translating the present tense of the verb, it 
will read, "Do not be always judging 
others." It is the carping, critical, cen- 
sorious spirit, then, which the text bids us 
to avoid. 

And there are still a great many people 
who constantly see the faults of others, 
and who are ever ready to sit in judgment 
upon them. The day of the ceusorious 
spirit has not passed away. Tills text is 
necessary, even among us Christian 
brethren, whose thought and practice 
ought both to be farthest from such a 
critical mood. 

For it is so unjust ! I want to be judged 
by a perfect law executed by a perfect law- 
giver. There can be but one just judge. 
God the Heavenly Father. All other final 
judgment is faulty. It cun but be so. The 
human eye that sees has a mote in it that 
obstructs the vision. And so, while we 
must always be keenly alive to great moral 
distinctions, nnd while we must sometimes 
speak our judgment, we must recognize 
always that our decision is faulty, and 
were generally better withheld than voiced. 

In the development of the theme this 
morning I propose therefore to show first 
that all human judgment is faulty, so fur as 
final decision is concerned ; and in the 
second place I shall make a plea for the 
Christian grace of withheld judgment. 

There are four reasons why we never 
can perfectly judge our fellow-men. Let 
us study them brietly. 

First, every man’s knowledge of a moral 
standard and his ability to reach it depends 
very largely upon his birth and his eurly 
training. Until we know this we cannot 
judge him justly. Heredity enters our 
problem at this point. 

1 believe in the ireedon; of the will and 
that we have the power to know uud <lo 
tile w ill of God And yet it is impossible 
not to recognize the fact that there ure 
some inevitable limitations to perfect free 
dotn. Every one of us has received a cer 
tain inheritance from the past: we do not 
come into this world with equal moral en- 
dowments. Men ure trving to make 
heredity explain too much. The free spirit 
of mau is greater than the gift of the past 
A nd yet there is something to be considered 
here. Let me take a boy whose father w as 
a man of intense uncontrolled passiou. and 
whose mother may liuve been improvident 
or peevish. The boy bus come into the 
w orld bearing with him the discord, the in- 
temperance and tile lack of thrift wJiich 
his father and mother gave him. 

And on the other hand we will place a 
boy who comes into the world in u home 
w here strong manhood and gentle woman- 
hood have united to give him their choicest 
gifts and most gracious impulses. 

1 do not meau to say that the first boy 
will surely go wrong und the second boy 
surely go right. It is impossible to reckon 
the course from this early start. Hut the pro- 
jjiobabllities ure that the two lives widely 
uiverge in the direction ol their first ten- 
dency. My point, however, is this: Sup- 
pose they do. Suppose the first boy be- 
comes thriftless uud iutemperate. He is 
known us a "good-hearted’’ man,— and did 
you ever know’ an intemperate man who 
w us not "good hearted but his appetites 
are too strong for his power of self-mas- 
tery. Tlie second boy grows up to man- 
hood, retains his social standing, and bis 
character is marred by no flagrant faults. 
One boy liun become u man whose life is 
very imperfect; the life of the other is 
better than the average. 

Hut now before you and 1 call the former | 
a thriftless inebriate uud the second a 
blameless and useful citizen, let us be very 
sure tbut we kuuw, utter all, just how’ far 
the inheritance of birth lias entered into 
this difference. < >ne man is impulsive and 
improvident. He indulges bis appetites 
und becomes uu occasional drunkard. The 
other is culm, cureful uud self controlled. 
Hut the pussiuu of one futlrer and tiie self- 
mastery of the other is rejected in these 
boys, borne duy the former goes on u 
spree; the latter udopts an underhanded 
method uud cleverly cheats his competitor 
in busiuess. And society calls one mau a 
druukaid and the lother a gieut financier 
But the recording ungels there surely ure 
such— judge oilier wise, uud they record the 
sin aguiust the man who, born to better 
things, lost his honor in his selfish, fraudu- 
lent transaction. 1 dare suy only this— that 
the mau w ho does a grave wrong, uud yet 
struggles, even in doing it. aguiust the in- 
born tendencies of bis sou), ibis man is fur 
Jess to be blamed than is the one who, 
boru to nobleness and to ull God-liku , 
thiugs, surrenders himself to envy, selfish- 
ness uud greed, that is cloaked uud hidden j 
under the guise of cleverness and skill, j 
God uud the angels know, but we do not. 

And in the second place, no mau has the j 
right to judge Ills brother until he know s | 
the influences w hich have beeu exerted by 
ail the surroundings of his brothers life | 
Do you know how the other half lives Do 
youkuowhow they ure huddled into the 
ud damp rooms of the 


into the world, with never a place where 
she can be her own mistress In a room that 
is all her own, with the breath of the 
saloon, the blast of quarrel and the torrents 
of passion blowing and beating upon her. ^ 
the girl of the tenements must grow up. I 9 
What wonder that she falls; wonder, in- 
deed, If she did not! 

And for h»r what remains? The taunt 
of society that brands her a curse, the com- 
pany of others worse than herself, the open 
door of the house of slmmo and the barred 
gate of the prison cell. 

And, sheltered nnd shielded by the safe- 
guuids of homo and honor, the daughter of 
the rich man comes to womanhood. No 
stain upon her white garments! Hut a sel- 
fish, envious soul may show itself in a 
thousand ways and yet meet no harsh cen- 
sure in human judgment. Suppose this 
s ‘C >nd worn in to be such. Whose is the 
graver fault? Otn woman stands In the 
dregs ol a sin that grew from the world 
where she was bred and reared; the other 
inis a soul marred by n death spot, how ever 
hidden it may he. God only can be the 
judge of those two. He only understands. 
Perhaps, perhap the woman of the streets 
lias the whiter soul. And you and l daro 
not judge them We can only sav, 

•mi vet we trust that somehow- good 
Will be the ttnnl goal of ill, 

To pangs of nature, sins of will. 

Delects of doubt, and taints of blood ; 

111 <t nothing walks with aimless feet ; 

That not one life shall he destroyed, 

Or ca*t as rubbish to the void, 

When Goa hath made the j He complete." 

And we cannot be the judges of others 
because we cannot tell the real right and 
wrong of any case, until we know the moinl 
ideal involved. 

If we had one moral standard, perfectly 
clear and fixed, and then if each one were 
born with the same amount of ability to 
come up to the standard, all moral values 
and issues could be settled very quickly 
und surely. But in fact neither of these 
things is true. Every man has his individu- 
al standard of right an l wrong. We are 
pretty well agreed upon the great, essential 
elements in the moral ideal, to be Mire, but 
in all its details we differ very materially. 
Hence what seems right to oue man seems 
wrong to another. The thing which I may 
have done with no violation of my sense of 
right, seems wrong to you. And yet, until 
you know my standard, your judgment of 
me cannot be just. And you have perhaps 
done an net which seems to me to involve 
no fault, while to you it brings remorse nnd 
pain. I cauuot judge uutil 1 know your 
standard. 

These matters of right and wrong thus 
relate themselves, in our judgment, to im- 
perfect standards which we also imperfect- 
ly understand. The tenements give one 
girl her moral ideal ; the culture ami wealth 
of a home give another to the daughter of 
the rich man. They are both but faulty 
ideals of the oue perfect measure which 
God himself uses. God is my judge, not 
man. 

And then, in the fourth place, our judg- 
ment cannot be perfect because we do not 
kuow the amount of real struggle which 
has entered into the effort made by anyone 
el -e to come up to his moral standard. For 
lie may have had great ability, he may have 
had a high standard, yet, because he put 
forth no effort, he may have failed. Or, 
weak and fearful, another man may have 
won a real moral victory without giving 
evidence of it. 

The trouble is we see the defeats and not 
the victories of others. The failures are 
evident and the successes unnoticed. 

Here is an incident from a real home and 
a very real little girl. She had been Un- 
bidden to do a certain thing which almost 
every impulse within her seemed to prompt 
her to do. It was a long, hard struggle, 
und once or twice she had failed. Finally 
she disobeyed openly and her mother spoke 
to her very sharply and reprovingly. The 
tears came with a rush and the brave little 
soldier sobbed out: "Why, mamma, you 
don’t know how many times l have tried 
not to do this and have succeeded, and now, 
when 1 fall only once, you scold me " 

Dear little heart ! All the s’ ruggle with- 
out a single word of cheer and approval : 
then one failure, and a reproof! That 
mother is one of the gentlest and most j u 1 
of women; she would not have been un- 
fair to her child for her own right hand. 
Hut she learned that day that it is hard to 
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never stops because the weather

ance of childhood. I um so glad that theie 
is One who knows all that I have tried to 
do. 'there is one Judge who knows the 
times I have fought and won, while my 
fellow-inen saw only the times I have 
fought and failed. 

How sad that a defeat should be so much 
more conspicuous than a victory! How 
strange that the bravest thiugs we do are 
mostly out of fight! You and I judge 
other people according to the right or 
wrong they do. Hut how about the tempta- 
tion to do wrong which they successfully 
resisted '.’ Is there to be no word of praise 
for this? 

Robert Hums spoke out of his very soul 
when he wrote: 

“Who made the heart, *t is He alone 
Decidedly can try us; 
fit* knows each chord, its various tone, 

Each »it ing, its various bias. 

Then at tlie nalauce Jet’s be mute, 

We never can adjust it. 

What's done we partly may compute, 

But know nor abacs resisted/’ 

These four things we cannot fully know : 
the inheritance, the surroundings, the 
standards, and the struggle of another. 
And since we cannot know these thing.*, 
we cannot be tbe judges of our brethren. 

.So finally I plead for a Christian grace, 
the grace of a generous, unceiisot ious life 
on the part of every one of us. 

It seems very much as it we would be 
glad to drop our critical spirit and our cett 
sorious way of treating others, when we 
really have, such an amount of mote and 
beam business to keep us very busy right 
at home. And yet it is so easy to regulute 
other people's affairs and to tell the other 
man just how it might be done, that we 
have neglected our own eyes before wo 
know it and are prying into other people’s 
secrets. Good advice, so-called, is tlie 
most plentiful thing in the world, and real 
good advice is the hardest tiling in the 
world to obtain. That is because there are 
§q many motes and beams at the source of : 
it. 

Now, w hen you see some one who Is tuk- | 
inghold of a piece of work and doing his i 
best at it, however imperfectly and clumsi- 
ly lie may be toiling, und however much 
you mu y think you could do it better, give 
him a cheer and a word of praise instead 
of standing off to criticise his poor efforts. 
That is the way to be helpful. 

You cannot help uu an overloaded pack 
horse by piling more burdens on his back: 
you cannot restore tlie bulance of uu un- 
balanced wheel by putting more weight at 
the point where the uudue loud has accu- 
mulated; you cannot help in this world's 
work by throwing stuff in tho way of the 
men who are trying to do it.

Mark Twain as Legal Authority. 


When the will of David M. Jones, an old 
citizeu of Bevier, who died a few months 
back, was offered for probate yesterday. sev- 
eral of the children who had been cut off 
offered objections. Mr. Jouos was a wel I- 
to-do Welshman, and hud quite a number 
of children. lie had been married twice. Af- 
ter certain provisions of the will were car- 
ried out, the remainder of the property was 
to go to his favorite daughter, Ruth. The 
first objection raised was thut Mr. Jones, 
speaking and writing Welsh exclusively, 
could not make himself understood to tiie 
scrivener. But when it was proved the will 
was drawn by Mr. D. R. Hughes a Welsh 
lawyer, who handled Welsh and English 
with equal facility, the objection was with 
drawn, und the uoutestors stood on the 
point thut Mrs. June Thomas, one of the 
attesting witnesses, only male her mark, 
whereas the statute said explicitly the wit- 
nesses to an instrument lia l to write out 
their names, counsel contended, though the 
testator only made his mark. It looked 
like a curious objection to raise, but coun- 
sel for objectors urged it with such vehem- 
ence that Judge Roberts requested legatee's 
lawyer to look up some law on the subject, 
lie came in after dinuer with an armful of 
books, among them an interesting looking 
one, with the gilt picture on the cover of a 
man driving a cart across some logs. After 
.'resenting several decisions, cjunsel for 
egatee remarked :

"What’s that?" asked the court, in sur- 
prise. 

"Mark Twain’s ‘Roughing It’ which 
cites a case directly in point.” 

’’Let’s have it," remarked Judge Roberts 
dryly. 

The attorney then read Clemens’ experi- 
ence, while assistant to the secretary of 
the Territory of Nevada, in 18(51, in trying 
to get the government to allow the bill of 
the Indian, "Waw-ho-no-pali.” for sawing 
cord wood. The Indian couldn’t write, anti 
the assistant certified the bill himself, 
which was promptly turned down by the 
authorities at Washington because the 
claimant hadn't signed his voucher. Then 
Clemens taught him to make his mark 
"which looked like a cross that had been 
on a drunk for a year past," and the mon- 
ey was paid by return mail. Counsel argued 
that it tne government recognized the force 
of a mark a country court ot justice was not 
likely to err badly in following its rule. 

Judge Roberts refuses to tell whether 
Mark Twain’s story of his digger Indian's 
voucher controlled his discision or not, but 
he held the attesting mark of Mrs. Thomas 
to be a full compliance witli Hie law, uud 
the will of the testutor wus probuted in 
tegular form.

TWO YEARS IN GOLD HELDS. 


RETIMIN' OF JAMES P. AKINS OF THIS 
CITY WHO SOL* OI1T WEALTH IN ALASKA 
AND FINALLY OBTAINED IT ONLY 
AFTER ALL MANNER OF PHYSICAL 
SUFFEIIINO. 

Nearly two years life in the gold fields of 
Alaska made James P. Akins of Williams 
street, this city, wealthier by several 
thousand dollars, but greatly imbittered 
him against that country and its seductive 
offerings of incalcuable riches. 

Mr. Akins was modestly reticent in re- 
spect to his personal adventures when 
chatting with a Graphic representative, 
Wednesday evening, but was free in his 
discussion of the famous gold laud and its 
conditions. 

It was on July 27, 1808, that Mr. Akins 
left Newton with a party of eight gold- 
seekers. The destiuution was Rampart, 
and their ambitions were equalled only in 
magnitude by the wide stretch of land and 
sea that lay before them. It was but Tues- 
day evening that Mr, Akins returned to 
his wife and family, tuuking his absence 
within a day or so of two years. 

From the lips of the returned traveller 
came a story of seemingly unendurable 
hardship, privations, despurugemeut aud 
despair. Of the little band of eight iu 
which Mr. Akins was included, he eventu 
ally proved its captain aud finally its sole 
survivor. 

Soon alter reaching Rampart City the 
eight gold seekers built their homes of log 
houses, and following the completion of 
the rude structures started forward iu 
search of claims. The conditions of that 
portion of lhe country in ami about Hum- 
puit were impressive only as the most 
forsaken, dreary uud desolate section these 
sturdy miners hud ever seen. They dared 
not think of the absence of the daily news- 
papers, of regular mails and of even more 
primitive signs of civilization, feuriug tlie 
very thought would breed early discourage- 
ment. 

More than a year the band of eight 
sought claim after claim traversing nearly 
all Hie accessible country within u radius 
ol forty miles of Rampart. Theirs was 
tlie story so many returned aud unsuccess- 
ful gold seekers have to tell, hunt work, 
little food and the most uusutisfuctory re- 
sults. 

One of the number, Churles B. Whitman, 
aged 50, of South Boston, died of asphyxia- 
tion, while at work upon a claim tie hud 
secured for himself. Whitman was at- 
tending u fire iu uu so foot shaft when he 
was overcome by the gas luines. There 
was no one witii him ut the lime and it 
was later that his companions came upon 
the body. Whitman’s death occurred dur- 
ing the fall of last year near Julia Creek. 

To the intrepid hand thut had stood to- 
gether so bravely for more than a year it 
was the last straw. They hud drifted about 
and were ut thut time upon the point of 
giving up. All but Akins did so uud lie 
formed a partnership with M. D. Quaid, 
who bud come to Rampart, with another 
company of gold seekers. 

Akins uud (.Juuid worked the claim 
known us ‘ 0 Above," which was situated 
on the shores of Eureka Creek. Just be- 
fore leaving there more than u mouth ugo 
they disposed of their interests for 85 ,(juo 
each lo Lieutenants Camden uud Blake of 
the U. s. navy. 

"W Idle I can't describe them,” said Mr. 
Akins to the GltAlMllc representative tills 
evening, ”1 shall never forget the events oi 
those two years. It was nothing hut try 
aud try, aud if you failed you could only 
try again. 

"My impressions before I reuehed the 
gold fields, of the people 1 was to meet, 
proved entirely fulse. There wus none ot 
that tough element thut goes to uiuke up 
an ideal mining town of the west. There 
was no show of revolver* or display ot 
bhootiug irons. 

"More than bout of every U) of the men 
1 met had a determined purpose. 'They 
were ull workers, all seeking gold iu the 
luteresU of their families. Men of every 
class worked shoulder to shoulder (or a 
common cuu»e. 1 never met better men iu 
my Lie thuu some oi those whom J cume 
across subsequently proved themselves. 
There wus not that disorder suggestive of 
Cripple Creek, or our western holders for 
.Hit community would uot stand for it 
fc^The number of young physician* und 
lA vyer* that 1 saw wus most sut prising. 


Some of the old timer* were Inclined to 
onll them ’dudes.’ Believe mo they proved ! 
tho sturdiest. It was their pluck and 1 
energy that carried them thronuh. 

“T here was little else to Rampnrt than 
the stores of the big trading companies, 
which did business there. The number of 
Inhabitants was approximately 2000. The 
city possessed a giave yard containing 
more corpses than the average Now Eng- 
land town, whose life has passed the half 
century mark. 

"Speaking of the climate, you wouldn’t 
feel 7u degrees nr 80 decrees below in that 
country as much as 8 degrees or 10 degrees 
below here in Newton. 

"Our menu? It. wag the name old story 
every day, beans and bacon. No, thank you, 

1 don’t want to see any here. 

"The most perilous adventure. If you 
choose to call It that, was the sail down poo 
miles of the Yukon from Rampart to St. 
Michael that six of us undertook. We 
were in a 30 foot boat, but fortunately our 
captain bad been over the course several 
times before. 

"Leaving Rampart shortly beTore us had 
been many who joined iu tho rush for 
Nome aud its golden beaches. The story 
of the fabulous wealth of Nome’s shores 
came to us Hst winter and moused many 
of the miners about ns. 

"Some stai teil without waiting for a 
steamer, and in the most poorly provisioned 
and constructed craft obtainable. They 
were reckless and in utter ignorance of 
the Yukon nnd its terrific currents. 

"To be sure there was a magnificent 
panorama of scenery, but during the four- 
teen days of our trip we were necessarily 
on tlie constant watch aud daily reminded 
of the fate of many who had gone before 
us Derlliots, spars and torn sails lay in 
our course and told us of the deaths of 
rush yet heroic gold seekers. Truly It 
was very putlietio. 

"The most unfortunate conditions that 
the amateur sailors encountered was near 
the mouth of the Yukon. Being ignorant 
of the lower river they had tuken the 
southern arms of the delta and gone nut 
into the Yukon shoals in Behring Sea far 
south of St. Michael, their original destina- 
tion. More than 50 were lust, and some 
w hose departure was unknown have gone 
down, their relatives never to hear from 
them." 

Mr. Akins said he understood that there 
were thou-ands of miners iu Nome who 
were anxious to return. At St. Michael he 
himself hail heard discouraging reports of 
that country. He was told that smallpox 
aud typhoid fever had broken out and 
there were so many oases that the cities of 
St. Michael and Seattle had made quaran- 
tine provisions against all arrivals from 
Nome. 

Mr. Akins made his return trip from St. 
Michael tf* Seattle on the S. S. Geroonie. 
He declares lie will never again go to 
Alaska but will be satisfied with Newton. 


Death of Mr. George Wallace. 

Mr. George Wallace of Xewtonville died 
very suddenly lust evening, at his daugh- 
ter’s residence at Pt. Allerton, where he 
wasjspending the summer. He was as well 
as usual nt dinner time, but shortly after- 
wards fell back, and life was extinct. It is 
supposed to have been caused by heart 
failure. Mr. Wallace was (>4 years old, und 
leaves a widow, three daughters, two of 
whom are niarried.nud one son. The funeral 
services will be hold at the chapel of the 
Newton cemetery, Saturday aftertloon at 
2.30.
